the  Wasatch  Range  of  mountains;  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
known  and  designated  '-Iron  County." 

Sec.  2.  The  Chief  Justice  of  said  County,  is  hereby  appointed 
and  authorized  to  organize  said  County.  He  shall  cause  notices 
of  election  to  be  m.ade,  and  receive  and  open  the  returns  of  said 
election;  qualify  the  officers  elected  accorduig  to  law;  approve  of, 
and  file  their  bonds  in  his  office;  and  make  return  of  his  proceed- 
ings therein,  as  soon  as  practicable,  being  prior_to,  the  first  day  of 
June  next. 

Sec.  3.  All  officers  elected  ind  qualified  under  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  shall  hold  their  offices  until  superceded  by  due 
course  of  law.  This  ordinance  to  be  in  force  from  and  afper 
its  passage,    any    law    or   ordinance   to  the  contrary    notwith-

in  tiie  first  Kanyon  south  of  Mill  Creek  Kauyon. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained,  that  said  James  Rawlins  is 
authorized  to  charge  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  cents  per  load  for 
wood,  or  timber,  hauled  out  of  said  Kanyon;  on  condition  that 
said  Rawlins  shall  keep  in  good  order  a  road  into  said  Kanyon, 
and  see  that  the  timber  and  wood  in  said  Kanyon  are  not  wasted.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Deseret,  that  James  A.  Little,  John  M.  Lytle,  Horace  S.  El- 
dredge,  George  D.  Grant,  and  Ferrymore  Little;  have  the  entire 
control,  and  management  of  the  stage  route,  from  Ogden  City, 
and  the  settlements  north,  through  Great  Salt  Lake  City,  Provo 
City,  and  Manti,  to  the  County  Seat  of  Iron  County;  and  as  soon 
fis  practicable,  continuously, to  intersect  a  stage  route  from  Gaboon 
Pass,  and  San  Diego  in  South  California. 

Sec.  2.  The  aforesaid  persons,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
James  A.  Little  &  Co.,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate, 
to  carry  into  execution  the  aforesaid  enterprise,  and  with  power  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended, 
in  any  Court  of  law  or  equity,  whatsoever;  and  ^hall  continue 
with  full  powers  with  the  aforesaid  privileges,  for  the  term  of 
twenty  years,  next  ensuing  from  the  first  day  of  January,  1851. 

Sec.  3.  In  condition  of  the  above  privileges,  the  said  Compa- 
ny are  hereby  required  to  put  upon  the  routes  aforesaid  from  Og- 
den City,  or  the  northern  settlements  in  the  State  of  Deseret,  by 
way  of  Great  Salt  Lake  City,  Provo  and  Manti  Cities,  termina- 
ting at  the  County  Seat  of  Iron  County;  good  and  suitable  stages 
or  carriages,  and  animals  the  ensuing  season,  commencing  as  somi 
as  practicable  in  the  Spring,  and  for  the  first  year  pass  the  routes 
in  each  direction  once  a  month;  the  second  year,  semi-monthly; 
and  after  that,  weekly;  having  the  privilege  of  passing  the  routes, 
or  any  part  of  them,  oftener,  if  the  Company  see  proper,  or  public 
necessity  require  it. 

■^ec.  4.  The  said  Company  shall  furnish  teams  adequate  to 
the  service,  with  steady  and  experienced  drivers;  and  have  the 
privilege    of  receiving  not  exceeding  ten  cents  per  mile  for  each 


passenger,  with  baggage  not  to  exceed  ten  pounds  weight;  which 
may  hereafter  be  increased  at  the  discretion  of  the  Legislature: 
and  shaU  use  due  diligence  to  .convey  passengers  and  packages 
safe,  and  speedy,  to  their  destination;  and  moreoverj  be  responsi- 
ble in  all  cases  for  carelessness  or  neglect  of  duty  of  any  one  of 
the  Company,  or  any  person  in  their  employ. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  Company  shall  also  have  the  privilege  of  re- 
ceivhig  not  exceeding  ten  cents  per  pound  per  hundred  miles,  for 
any  extra  baggage,  or  packages,  weighing  one  pound  and  up- 
wards; and  shall  keep  books  at  each  station,  in  which  they  shall 
enter  the  names  of  the  passengers,  where  from,  and  their  destina- 
tion; as  also  a  correct  account  of  baggage  or  packages  sent,  the 
price,  &c. — and  accompanying  the  same  with  a  way-bill  from 
each  station,  in  which  shall  be- entered  the  aforesaid  particulars.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Deseret,  that  a  tax  of  two  cents  upon  each  dollar's  worth  of 
taxable  property,  in  this  State,  be  assessed  and  collected  for  the 
year  1851. 

Sec.  2.  The  Assessor  and  Collector  is  hereby  authorized  and 
required  to  collect  all  delinquent  taxes. 

Sec.  3.  All  property  and  money  not  otherwise  exempt  by 
law  being  in  said  State,  for  the  term  of  three  months  next  prece- 
ding said  assessment,  shall  be  liable  to  taxes;  and  no  merchant,  or 
other  person  having  goods  or  merchandize  to  sell,  shall  be  permit- 
ted to  offer  the  same  for  sale,  without  first  securing  the  right,  by 
paying  the  aforesaid  assessment,  without  regard  to  the  aforesaid 
specified  term  of  three  months. 

Sec.  4.  Horace  S.  Eldredge,  of  Great  Salt  Lake  City,  is  here- 
by appointed  to  assess  and  collect  the  taxes,  for  the  State  of  Des- 
eret, for  tlie  year  1851;  and  he  is  hereby  required  to  make  his  re- 
turns to  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  November  next.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Deseret,  that  all  that  district  of  country  embraced  in  the  fol- 
lowing boundaries,  to  wit: — beginning  at  the  south-east  corner 
of  the  Church  Pasture,  about  half  a  mile  nortli  of  the  Hot  Spring; 
thence  west  to  the  west  bank  of  the  Jordan  River;  thence  south, 
up  the  west  bank  thereof,  to  a  point  in  said  bank,  directly  west 
from  the  south-west  corner  of  the  five  acre  lots,  south  of  said  City; 
tiience  east  to  tlio  aforesaid  south-west  corner  of  said  five  acre 
lots,  and  along  the  south  line  thereof;  thence  east  to  the  base  of 
the  mountains;  thence  directly  north  to  a  point  directly  east  of 
•the  south-east  corner  of  the  Church  Pasture;  thence  west  to  the 
^place  of  beginning: — including  the  present  surveys  of  said  City, 
shall  be  known  and  designated  as  Great  Salt  Lake  City;  and  the 
inhabitants  thereof,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporite  and 
politic,  by  the  name  aforesaid — and  shall  have  perpetual  success- 
ion, and  may  have,  and  use  a  common  seal — which  they  may 
change  and  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  The  inhabitants  of  said  City,  by  the  name  and  style 
?iforesaid.  shall  have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued;  to  plead  and  be 
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impleaded;  defend  and  be  defended;  iii  all  Courts  of  law  and  equi- 
ty; and  in  all  actions  whatsoever,  to  purchase,  receive,  and  hold 
property,  real  and  personal,  in  said  City;  to  purchase,  receive,  and 
hold  real  property  beyond  the  City,  for  burying  grounds,  or  other 
public  purposes,  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  City;  to  sell, 
lease,  convey,  or  dispose  of  property,  real  and  personal,  for  the 
benefit  of  said  City;  to  improve  and  protect  such  property,  and  to 
do  all  other  things  in  relation  thereto,  as  natural  persons. 

Sec.  3.  There  shell  be  a  City  council,  to  consist  of  a  mayor, 
four  aldermen,  and  nine  counsellors;  wh®  shall  have  the  qualifica- 
tions of  electors  of  said  City,  and  shall  be  chosen  by  the  qualified 
voters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years,  and  until 
their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  The  City  council 
shall  judge  of  the  qualifications,  elections,  and  returns  of  iheir 
own  members,  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  form  a  quorum  to  do 
business;  but  a  smaller  number  may  ajdourn  from  day  to  day,  and 
compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  under  such  penalties 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  The  mayor,  aldermen,  and  counsellors,  before  enter- 
ing upon  the  duties  of  their  offices,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an 
oath  or  affirmation,  that  they  will  support  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  and  of  this  State;  and  that  they  will  well  and  truly 
perform  the  duties  of  their  offices,  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and 
abilities. 

Sec.  5.  On  the  first  Monday  of  April  next,  and  every  two 
years  thereafter,  on  said  day,  an  election  shall  be  held  for  the  elec- 
tion of  one  mayor,  four  aldermen,  and  nine  counsellors;  and  at  the 
first  election  under  this  ordinance,  three  judges  shall  be  chosen, 
viva  voce,  by  the  electors  present.  The  said  judges  shall  choose 
two  clerks;  and  the  judges  and  clerks,  before  entering  upon  their 
duties,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation,  such  as  is 
now  required  by  law  to  be  taken  by  judges  and  clerks  of  other 
elections;  and  at  all  subsequent  elections.  The  necessary  num- 
ber of  judges  and  clerks  shall  be  appointed  by  the   City  coimcil. 
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At  the  first  election  su  held,  the  polls  shall  be  opened  at  nine 
o'clock  a.  m.,  and  closed  at  six  o'clock  p.  m.  At  the  close  of  the 
polls,  the  votes  shall  be  counted,  and  a  statement  thereof  pro- 
claimed at  the  front  door  of  the  house,  at  which  said  election  shall 
be  held;  and  the  clerks  shall  leave  with  each  person  elected,  or  at 
liis  usual  place  of  residence,  within  five  days  after  the  election, 
a  written  notice  of  his  election;  and  each  person  so  notified,  shall 
within  ten  days  after  the  election,  lake  the  oath  or  affirmation 
herein  before  mentioned.  A  certificate  of  which  oath  shall  be 
deposited  with  the  recorder,  whose  appointment  is  herein  after 
provided  for;  and  be  by  him  preserved.  And  all  subsequent  elec- 
tions shall  be  held,  conducted,  and  returns  thereof  made,  as  may 
be  provided  for  by  ordinance  of  the  City  council. 

Sec.  6.  All  free  white  male  inhabitants,  who  are  of  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  who  are  entitled  to  vote  for  State  officers,  and 
who  shall  have  been  actual  residents  of  said  City,  sixty  days  next 
preceding  said  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  City  officers. 

Sec.  7-  The  City  council  shall  have  authority  to  levy  and 
collect  taxes  for  City  purposes,  upon  all  taxable  property,  real  and 
personal,  within  the  limits  of  the  City,  not  exceeding  one  half  per 
cent  per  annum,  upon  the  assessed  value  thereof;  and  may  enforce 
the  payment  of  the  same,  in  any  manner  to  be  provided  by  ordi- 
nance, not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  or 
of  this  State. 

Sec.  8.  The  City  council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  re- 
corder, treasurer,  assessor  and  collector,  marshall,  and  supervisor 
of  streets.  They  shall  also  have  the  power  to  appoint  all  such 
other  officers  by  ordinance,  as  may  be  necessary;  define  the  duties 
of  all  City  officers,  and  remove  them  from  office  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  9.  The  City  council  shall  have  power  to  require  of  all  of- 
ficers, appointed  in  pursuance  of  this  ordinance,  bonds  with  pen- 
alty and  security,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  respective 
duties,  such  as  may  be  deemed  expedient;  and  also  to  require  all 
ofiicers  appoi'itf>d  ns  aforosairl.  to  take  an  oath  for  the  faithful  per- 
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formance  of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  10.  The  City  council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
make,  ordain,  establish,  and  execute  all  such  ordinances,  not  re- 
pugnant to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State, 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  peace,  benefit,  good  order, 
regulation,  convenience,  and  cleanliness  of  said  City, — for  the 
protection  of  property  therein,  from  destruction  by  fire  or  other- 
wise; and  for  the  health  and  happiness  thereof.  They  shall  have 
power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  happen  by  death,  resignatior-, 
or  removal,  in  any  of  the  offices  herein  made  elective;  to  fix  and 
establish  all  the  fees  of  the  officers  of  said  corporation,  not  herein 
established;  to  impose  such  fines  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dol- 
lars for  each  off"ence,  as  they  may  deem  just,  for  refusing  to  ac- 
cept of  any  office  in  or  under  the  corporation,  or  for  misconduct 
therein;  to  divide  the  City  into  wards,  and  specify  the  boundaries 
thereof,  and  create  additional  wards;  to  add  to  the  number  of  al- 
dermen and  counsellors,  and  apportion  them  among  the  several 
wards,  as  may  be  just,  and  most  conducive  to  the  interest  of  the 
City. 

Sec.  11.  To  establish,  support,  and  regulate  common  schools; 
to  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  City, — provided  that  no  sum 
or  sums  of  money  be  borrowed  on  a  greater  interest  than  six  per 
cent  per  annum, — nor  shall  the  interest  on  the  aggregate  of  all  the 
sums  borrowed,  and  outstanding,  ever  exceed  onehalf  of  the  City 
revenue,  arising  from  taxes  assessed  on  real  estate  within  this 
corporation. 

Sec.  12.  To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction  of 
contagious  diseases  into  the  City,  to  make  quarantine  laws  for 
that  purpose,  and  enforce  the  same. 

Sec.  13.  To  appropriate  and  provide  for  the  payment  of  the 
expenses  and  debts  of  the  City. 

Sec.  14.  To  establish  hospitals,  and  make  regulations  for  the 
government  of  the  same;  to  make  regulations  to  secure  the  gener- 
al health  of  the  inhabitants;  to  declare  what   shall   be   nuisances, 
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aijil  to  prevent  aud  remove,  the  same. 

Sec.  1.5.  To  provide  tlie  City  with  water;  to  dig  wells,  lay 
pump  logs,  aud  pipes,  aud  erect  pumps  in  the  streets,  for  the  ex- 
tinguishment of  fires,  and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants. 

Sec.  16.  To  open,  alter,  widen,  extend,  establish,  grade,  pave, 
or  otherwise  improve,  and  keep  in  repair,  streets,  avenues,  lanes 
and  alleys;  aud  to  establish,  erect  and  keep  in  repair  aqueducts 
and  bridges. 

Sec.  17.  To  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets,  and  erec- 
ting lamp-posts;  aud  establish,  support  aud  regulate  night  watch- 
es; to  erect  market  houses,  establish  markets  and  market  places, 
and  provide  for  the  government  and  regulations  thereof. 

Sec.  18.  To  provide  for  erecting  all  needful  buildings  for  the 
use  of  the  City;  aud  for  enclosing,  improving,  and  regulating  all 
public  grounds,  belonging  to  the  City. 

Sec.  19.  To  license,  tax  aud  regulate  auctioneers,  merchants, 
and  retailers,  grocers  and  taverns,  ordinaries,  hawkers,  peddlers, 
brokers,  pawn-brokers,  and  money-changers. 

Sec.  20.  To  license,  tax  and  regulate  hacking,  carriages,  wag- 
ons, carts  and  drays;  and  fix  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  the  car- 
riage of  persons,  and  for  wagonage,  cartage  aud  drayage  of  prop- 
erty; as  also  to  license  and  regulate  porters,  and  fix  the  rates  of 
porterage. 

Sec.  21.  To  license,  tax  and  regulate  theatricals,  and  other 
exhibitions,  shows  and  amusements. 

Sec.  22.  To  tax,  restrain,  prohibit,  and  suppress  tippling 
houses,  dram  shops,  gaming  houses,  bawdy,  and  other  disorderly 
houses. 

Sec.  23.  To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment 
of  fires;  to  regulate  the  fixing  of  chimneys,  aud  the  flues  thereof, 
and  stove  pipes,  aud  to  organize  and  establish  fire  companies. 

Sec.  24.  To  regulate  the  storage  of  gunpowder,  tar,  pitch, 
rosin,  and  other  combustible  materials. 

Sec.   2o.     To  regulate    and    order  parapet    walls,    and  other 
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partition  fences. 

Sec.  26.  To  establish  standard  weights  and  measures,  and 
regulate  the  weights  and  measures  to  be  used  in  the  City,  in  all 
other  cases  not  provided  for  by  law. 

Sec.  27.  To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  measureing  of 
lumber,  and  other  building  materials;  and  for  the  measurement  of 
all  kinds  of  mechanical  work. 

Sec.  28.  To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  weighing  of  hay, 
lime,  and  stone  coal;  and  measureing  of  charcoal,  fiiewood,  and 
other  fuel,  to  be  sold  or  used  within  the  City. 

Sec,  29.  To  provide  for  and  regulate  the  inspection  of  tobac- 
co, and  of  beef,  pork,  flour,  meal;  also  beer,  and  whiskey,  brandy, 
and  all  other  spirituous  or  fermented  liquors. 

Sec.  30.  To  regulate  the  weight,  quality,  and  price  of  bread, 
sold  and  used  in  the  City. 

Sec.  31.  To  provide  for  taking  the  enumeration  of  the  inhab- 
itants of  the  City. 

Sec.  32.  To  fix  the  compensation  of  all  City  officers;  and  reg- 
ulate the  fees  of  jurors,  witnesses,  and  others,  for  services  render- 
ed, under  this,  or  any  City  ordinance. 

Sec.  33.  The  City  council  shall  have  exclusive  power  within 
the  City  by  ordinance,  to  license,  regulate,  suppress,  or  restrain  bil- 
liard tables,  and  from  one  to  twenty  pin  alleys;  and  every  other  de- 
scription of  gaming  or  gambling. 

Sec.  34.  The  City  council  shall  have  exclusive  power  within 
the  City  by  ordinance,  to  license,  regulate,  or  restrain,  the  keep- 
ing of  ferries,  and  toll  bridges;  to  regulate  the  police  of  the  City; 
to  impose  fines,  forfeitures,  and  penalties,  for  the  breach  of  any  or- 
dinance; and  provide  for  the  recovery  of  such  fines  and  forfeitures; 
and  the  enforcement  of  such  penalties,  and  to  pass  such  ordinan- 
ces as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  carrying  into  efi'ect  and  ex- 
ecution, the  powers  specified  in  this  ordinance,  provided  such  or- 
dinances are  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  State. 
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Sec.  35.  All  ordinances  passed  by  the  City  council,  shall, 
within  one  month  after  they  shall  have  been  passed,  be  published 
in  some  newspaper,  printed  in  said  City,  or  certified  copies  there- 
of, be  posted  up  in  eight  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  City. 

Sec.  36.  All  ordinances  of  the  City  may  be  proven  by  the 
seal  of  the  corporation;  and  when  printed  or  published  in  book  or 
pamphlet  form,  purporting  to  be  printed  or  published  by  the  au- 
thority of  the  corporation;  the  same  shall  be  received  in  evidence 
in  all  courts,  or  places  without  further  proof. 

Sec.  37.  The  mayor  and  aldermen,  shall  be  conservators  of  the 
peace  within  the  limits  of  the  City;  and  shall  have  all  the  powers 
of  justices  of  the  peace  therein,  both  in  civil  and  criminal  cases,  ari- 
sing under  the  laws  of  the  State.  They  shall,  as  justices  of  the 
peace,  within  the  limits  of  said  City,  perform  the  same  duties,  be 
governed  by  the  same  laws,  give  the  same  bonds  and  securities, 
as  other  justices  of  the  peace,  and  be  commissioned  as  justices  of 
the  peace,  in  and  for  said  City,  by  the  Governor. 

Sec.  38.  The  mayor  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all 
cases,  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  corporation,  and  shall  is- 
sue such  process  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  said  ordinances  in- 
to execution  and  effect.  Appeals  may  be  had  from  any  decision 
or  judgment  of  said  mayor  or  aldermen,  arising  under  the  ordinan- 
ces of  said  City,  to  the  municipal  court  under  such  regulations,  as 
may  be  presented  by  ordinance;  which  court  shall  be  composed  of 
the  mayor,  as  chief  justice,  and  the  aldermen,  as  associate  justices; 
and  from  the  final  judgment  of  the  municipal  court,  to  the  county 
court  of  Great  Salt  Lake  county,  in  the  same  manner  as  appeals 
are  taken  from  justices  of  the  peace;  provided  the  parties  litigant 
shall  have  a  right  to  a  trial  by  a  jury  of  twelve  men,  in  all  cases 
before  the  municipal  court.  The  municipal  court  shall  have 
power  to  grant  writs  of  Habeas  Corpus,  and  try  the  same,  in  all 
cases  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  City  council. 

Sec.  39.  The  municipal  court  shall  sit  on  the  first  Monday  of 
every  month,  and  the  City  council,  at  such   times  and  places  as 
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may  be  prescribed  by  City  ordiiiatice,  special  meetings  of  which 
may  at  any  time  be  called  by  the  mayor  or  any  two  aldermen. 

Sec.  40.  All  process  issued  by  the  mayor,  aldermen,  or  mu- 
nicipal court,  shall  be  directed  to  the  marshall,  and  in  the  execu- 
tion thereof,  he  shall  be  governed  by  the  same  laws,  as  are  or  may 
be  prescribed  for  the  direction  and  compensation  of  constables  in 
similar  cases.  The  marshall  shall  also  perform  such  other  duties 
as  m£iy  be  required  of  him  under  the  ordinances  of  said  City;  and 
shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  officer. 

Sec.  41.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder,  to  make  and 
keep  accurate  records  of  all  ordinances,  made  by  the  City  council, 
and  of  all  their  proceedings  in  their  corporate  capacity;  which  re- 
cord shall,  at  all  times,  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of 
said  city,  and  shall  perform  all  other  duties,  as  may  be  required  of 
him  by  the  ordinances  of  the  City  council,  and  shall  serve  as 
clerk  of  the  municipal  court. 

Sec.  42.  When  it  shall  be  necessary  to  take  private  property 
for  opening,  widening,  or  altering  any  public  street,  lane,  avenue, 
or  alley;  the  corporation  shall  make  a  just  compensation  therefor, 
to  the  person  whose  property  is  so  taken;  and  if  the  amount  of 
such  compensation  cannot  be  agreed  upon,  the  mayor  shall  cause 
the, same  to  be  ascertained  by  a  jury  of  six  disinterested  men,  who 
shall  be  inhabitants  of  the  City. 

Sec.  43.  All  jurors  empannelled  to  enquire  into  the  amount  of 
benefits  or  damages,  that  shall  happen  to  the  owners  of  property 
so  proposed  to  be  taken,  shall  first  be  sworn  to  that  effect,  and 
shall  return  to  the  mayor  their  inquest  in  writing,  signed  by  each 
juror. 

Sec.  44.  In  case  the  mayor  shall,  at  any  time,  be  guilty  of  a 
palpable  omission  of  duty,  or  shall  wilfully  and  corruptly  be  guilty 
of  oppression,  mal-conduct,  or  partiality,  in  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  be  liable  to  indictment  in  the  county 
court  of  Great  Salt  Lake  county;  and  on  conviction,  he  shall  be  li- 
able to  fine  and  imprisonment;  and  the  court  shall  have  power  on

the  recommend  of  the  jury  to  add  to  the  judgment  of  the  court, 
that  he  be  removed  from  office. 

Sec.  45.  The  City  council  shall  have  power  to  provide  for 
the  punishment  of  offenders  and  vagrants,  by  imprisonment  in  the 
county  or  city  jail,  or  by  compelling  them  to  labor  upon  the  streets, 
or  other  public  works,  until  the  same  shall  be  fully  paid;  in  all  ca- 
ses where  such  offenders  or  vagrants  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay 
the  fines  and  forfeitures  which  may  be  recovered  against  them. 

Sec.  46.  The  inhabitants  of  Great  Salt  Lake  City  shall,  from 
and  after  the  next  ensuing  two  years,  from  the  first  Monday  of 
April  next,  be  exempt  from  working  on  any  road  or  roads,  beyond 
the  limits  of  said  City.  But  all  taxes  devoted  to  road  purposes, 
shall,  from  and  after  said  term  of  two  years,  be  collected  and  ex- 
pended by,  and  under  the  direction  of  the  supervisor  of  streets, 
within  the  limits  of  said  City. 

Sec.  47.  The  mayor,  aldermen,  and  counsellors  of  said  City 
shall,  in  the  first  instance,  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  Leg- 
islature of  said  State  of  Deseret;  and  shall  hold  their  office  until 
superceded  by  the  first  election. 

Sec.  48.  This  ordinance  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  or- 
dinance, and  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

west  of  Jordan.     Passed,  Dec.  3,  1851.    G 

Sec.   1.     Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Deseret,  that  the  exclusive  control  of  the  timber  in    the  Kan- 
yons  on  the  east  side  of  the  range  of  mountains  west  of  Jordan,  in. 
Great  Salt  Lake  County,  is  hereby  granted  to  George  A.  (Smith, 
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who  is  hereby  authorized  to  control  the  timber  in  said  Kanyons , 
to  work  roads  into  them;  and  to  direct  when,  where,  and  by  whom, 
timber  may  be  taken  out  therefrom. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  ordained,  that  any  person  getting  timber  from 
said  Kanyons,  shall  be  required  to  keep  the  roads  clear,  and  to 
pay  in  labor,  or  otherwise,  for  the  use  of  the  private  roads  leading 
to  the  timber;  and  any  person  wasting,  burning,  or  otherwise  de- 
stroying the  timber,  shall  be  subject  to  all  damages,  and  to  a  fine, 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court 
having  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  cut  timber  in  any  place 
in  these  Kanyons,  without  permission  from  the  proprietor,  who  is 
hereby  authorized  to  give  directions  accordingly. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  cutting  timber  or  wood  in  the  above  Kan- 
j'^ons,  and  leaving  it  on  the  ground  an  unreasonable  time,  the  pro- 
prietor of  said  Kanyons  shall  have  the  privilege  to  remove  said 
wood  and  timber,  and  dispose  of  it;  and  the  avails  paid  into  the 
public  treasury. 

Sec.  5.  Nothing  in  the  above  ordinance  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  prevent,  or  hinder  the  citizens  of  said  county  from  getting 
timber,  wood,  or  poles,  in  any  of  said  Kanyons,  for  their  own  use, 
by  observing  the  above  regulations.

AN  ORDINANCE,  in  relation  to  the  timber  in  the  Kanyons  and 
Mountains  leading  into  Tooele  Valley,  and  the  Kanyons  be- 
tween Salt  Lake  Valley  and  Tooele.     Passed,  Dec.  3,  1850. 
Sec.   1.     Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 

of  Deseret.  that  the  exclusive  control  of  the  timber  in  the   Kan- 
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yons  and  mountains  leading  into  Tooele  valley,  and  the  Kanyons 
between  Salt  Lake  valley  and  Tooele,  is  hereby  granted  to  Ezra 
T.  Benson,  who  is  hereby  authorized  to  control  said  Kanyons,  to 
work  roads  into  them,  and  to  direct  when,  where,  and  by  whom, 
timber  may  be  taken  out  therefrom. 

See.  2.  Be  it  ordained,  that  any  person  getting  timber  from 
said  Kanyons,  shall  be  required  to  keep  the  roads  clear,  and  to  pay 
in  labor,  or  otherwise,  for  the  use  of  the  private  roads  leading  to 
the  timber;  and  any  person  wasting,  burning,  or  otherwise  de- 
stroying the  timber;  shall  be  subject  to  all  damages,  and  to  a  fine 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court 
having  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  cut  timber,  in  any  place 
in  these  Kanyons,  without  permission  from  the  proprietor;  who  is 
hereby  authorized  to  give  directions  accordingly. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  cutting  timber,  or  Avood,  in  the  above  Kan- 
yons, and  leaving  it  on  the  ground,  an  unreasonable  time;  the  pro- 
prietor of  said  Kanyons  shall  have  the  privilege  to  remove  said 
wood  and  timber,  and  dispose  of  it;  and  the  avails  paid  into  the 
public  treasury. 

Sec.  5.  Nothing  in  the  above  ordinance  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  prevent,  or  hinder  the  citizens  of  said  counties  from  getting 
timber,  wood,  or  poles,  in  any  of  said  Kanyons,  for  their  own  use, 
by  observing  the  above  regulations.

AN  ORDINANCE,  in  relation  to  county  courts.     Passed,  January 
6,  1851. 
Sec.   1.     Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Stata 
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of  Deseret,  that  the  county  court  shall  hold,  in  their  rcspectire 
counties,  a  semi-annual  session,  commencing  the  first  Monday  of 
March  next. 

Sec.  2.  The  county  court  shall,  at  their  March  term  or  sess- 
ion, appoint  the  judges  of  election,  and  jurors  for  the  then  current 
and  ensuing  year,  to  hold  over  until  their  successors  are  appointed 
and  qualified.  The  grand  inquest  for  the  county,  for  the  next 
two  ensuing  regular  sessions,  and  the  pettit  jurors  the  next  ensuing 
session;  and  the  county  court  shall,  at  their  October  term,  select 
the  pettit  jurors  for  the  next  ensuing  March  session. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court,  at  their  March 
term,  to  take  into  consideration  the  situation  of  the  affairs  of  the 
county;  to  settle  with  the  commissioner,  and  the  assessor  and  col- 
lector; assess  the  tax  for  the  year  ensuing,  and  generally  to  do  and 
perform  the  county  business  for  the  year:  nevertheless,  from  and 
after  the  first  term  of  said  court,  to  be  holden  on  the  first  Monday 
of  March  next,  they  shall  have  power  to  try  causes,  the  same  in 
all  respects  whatever,  as  is  now  provided  in  the  act  concerning 
the  judiciary,  passed  January  9,  1850. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  county  clerk  to  settle  with 
the  commissioner,  assessor  and  collector;  and  to  show  a  correct 
exhibit  of  the  fiscal  affairs  of  the  county,  at  the  beginning  of  the 
March  term;  md  to  facilitate  said  settlement  of  the  fiscal  affairs  of 
said  county,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  of  said  comity,  in 
any  wi'se  handling  the  public  funds,  and  all  persons  having  claims 
against  said  county,  to  make  out  and  deliver  into  the  hands  of 
the  county  clerk,  all  claims  against  said  county,  on  or  before  the 
first  Monday  of  October  in  each  year;  and  full  and  ample  reports 
on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  December  in  each  year. 

Sec  5.  The  coimty  clerks  shall  make  out  and  deliver  into  thft- 
hands  of  the  county  commissioner,  abstracts  from  the  assessor 
and  collector's  book  of  the  road  tax  in  their  respective  counties,  in 
a  line  opposite  the  names  against  whom  the  same  may  be  assess- 
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o.j.  taking  his  receipt  therefor;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
(.oinmissioner  to  furnish  one  copy  of  the  same  to  each  supervisor 
of  roads,  of  all  the  names  in  their  respective  districts. 

Sec.  6.  The  county  courts  in  their  respective  counties,  from 
and  after  the  current  year,  shall  assess  the  county  tax;  and  the 
same,  together  with  the  State  tax,  shall  be  assessed  and  collected 
by  the  county  assessor  and  collector: — the  county  tax  to  be  paid 
into  the  county  treasury;  and  the  State  tax  to  be  paid  into  the 
State  treasury;  and  the  county  assessor  and  collector  shall  make  a 
full  and  concise  report,  and  return  the  same  to  the  Auditor  of  Pub- 
lic Accounts,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  November  in  each 
year;  and  shall  moreover  pay  into  the  State  treasury,  all  State 
lands  collected  by  him  semi-annually,  on  or  before  the  first  Mon- 
day in  November  as  aforesaid;  and  on  or  before  the  first  Monday 
of  Blarch  in  each  year.

AN  ORDINANCE,  in  relation   to   a  road   tax,  and  Supervisors. 

Passed,  January  6,  1851. 

Sec,  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Stat« 
of  Deseret,  that  each  and  every  able  bodied  male  person  over 
eighteen  j'ears  of  age,  having  a  residence  of  three  months  in  this 
State,  shall  pay  a  poll  tax  of  one  day's  labor  yearly  upon  the 
roads  or  highways. 

vSec.  2.  All  taxable  property  within  this  State,  shall  also  be  li- 
able to  a  tax  for  road  purposes,  and  may  be  assessed  by  the  coun- 
ty court  in  each  county,  at  their  regular  March  term  or  session, 
in  each  year;  provided  they  shall  not  assess  a  tax  of  more  than 
half  per  cent,  or  at  the  rate  of  more  than  one  day's  labor  for  ev- 


ery  three  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property. 

Sec.  3.  The  poll  tax  and  all  assessment  of  tax  for  road  pur- 
poses, may  be  paid  in  labor  upon  the  roads  and  highways,  at  the 
rate  of  ten  hours  good,  and  faithful  labor  for  each  day  assessed,  or 
commute  the  same  by  paying  into  the  hands  of  the  county  com- 
"•aiissioner,  or  the  supervisor  of  the  precinct,  in  which  he,  she,  or 
•they  do  reside,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  each  and  every  day's 
labor  so  assessed. 

Sec.  4.  Each  precinct  shall  be  considered  a  road  district,  un- 
til otherwise  ordered  by  the  county  court;  and  in  all  such  precincts 
or  road  districts,  where  there  is  no  supervisor,  they  shall  appoint 
one,  who  shall  hold  his  office  until  superseded  by  an  election. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  commissioners  in 
their  respective  counties,  to  open  and  keep  in  good  repair  all  pub- 
lic roads  and  bridges,  so  far  as  the  labor  and  means  hereby  devo- 
ted to  road  purposes  will  allow;  and  the  supervisors  of  roads  are 
hereby  required  to  expend  the  labor  and  means  of  their  respective 
districts  for  road  purposes,  under  the  direction  and  general  super- 
intendence of  the  said  county  commissioner,  or  pay  over  into  bis 
hands  the  residue  of  all  means  by  them  collected;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  county  commissioner,  to  make  out  and  deliver  to 
the  county  court  at  their  March  term  annually,  a  full  and  com- 
plete report  of  all  sums,  either  in  labor,  money,  or  otherwise  re- 
ceived by  him,  and  the  disbursements  of  the  same. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  liable  to  the  aforesaid  tax,  who  shall  re- 
fuse or  neglect  to  perform  the  labor  herein  required,  or  pay  in  lieu 
thereof  the  sum  herein  specified,  when  required  by  the  supervi- 
sor of  the  district,  or  the  county  commissioner  of  their  county 
after  they  have  received  reasonable  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
where  said  labor  may  be  expended,  or  money  paid,  shall  forfeit 
,  and  pay  for  each  offence  twice  the  amount  of  the  tax  required,  to- 
gether Avith  the  costs  of  court,  Avhich  amount  may  be  recovered 
before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  or  court  having  jurisdiction. 
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Sec.  7.  .  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisors  of  road  dis- 
tricts, to  prosecute  all  delinquents  in  their  respective  districts,  and 
for  failing  to  do  so,  they  shall  be  liable  to  pay  twice  the  amount 
lost,  by  or  through  his  or  their  neglect,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the 
duty  of  the  county  commissioner,  to  settle  with  each  and  every 
supervisor,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  in  each  year, 
and  prosecute  all  delinquent  supervisors,  before  the  county  court, 
who  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this 
ordinance.

AN  ORDINANCE,  for  establishmg  Probate  Courts,  and  defining 

the  duties  thereof.     Passed,  Jan.  16,  1851. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Deseret,  that  a  court  of  probate  shall  be  organized  in  each  coun- 
ty of  this  State,  and  consist  of  one  judge,  who  shall  be  elected  by 
joint  vote  of  both  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  for  the  same 
time,  and  for  the  same  term,  as  the  chief  justice  for  the  county 
courts;  and  shall  take  an  oath  of  office,  and  file  a  bond  in  the  of- 
fice of  the  clerk  of  the  supreme  court,  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  official  duties,  with  approved  securities,  in  the  sum  of  ten 
thousand  dollars;  which  bond  may  be  increased  when  the  court 
shall  deem  it  necessary. 

Sec.  2.  The  judge  of  probate  shall  have  power  to  take  the 
probate  of  wills,  and  grant  administration  of  the  estate  of  all  de- 
ceased persons,  Avho  were  at  the  time  of  their  decease,  inhabitants 
of,  or  residents  in  the  same  county,  and  of  all  who  shall  die  with- 
out the  State  or  county,  leaving  an  estate  within  such  county; 
and  also  to  appoint  guardians  to  minors  and  others. 
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Sec.  3.  The  judge  of  probate  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all 
matters  relating  to  the  settlement  of  the  estates  of  such  deceased 
persons,  minors,  and  others,  under  guardianship. 

Sec.  4.  Judge  of  probate  shall  have  power  to  issue  all  war- 
rants and  processes  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  powers  grant- 
ed in  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  sheriff,  deputy,  or  consta- 
ble, to  serve  and  execute  all  warrants  and  processes,  to  them  di- 
rected, by  the  judges  of  probate  of  the  county  in  which  said  offi- 
cer resides. 

Sec.  6.  Each  judge  of  probate  shall  make  out  transcripts  in 
case  of  appeals,  and  record  in  books  kept  for  that  purpose,  all  the 
orders  and  decrees  of  court;  and  also  all  wills  proved  in  court,  with 
the  probate  thereof;  all  letters  testamentary  and  of  administration, 
and  of  all  warrants,  reports,  returns,  accounts,  and  bonds;  and  all 
other  judicial  proceedings  of  the  court,  which  ought  to  be  re- 
corded. 

Sec.  7.  The  supreme  court  shall  be  the  supreme  court  of  pro- 
bate, and  have  appellate  jurisdiction  of  all  matters  determinable 
by  the  respective  judges  of  probate. 

Sec.  8.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  any  order,  denial,  sentence, 
or  decree  of  a  judge  of  probate,  may  appeal  therefrom  to  the  su- 
preme court;  provided  that  such  appeal  is  claimed,  and  notice 
thereof  is  given  at  the  probate  office,  within  twenty  days  from 
the  date  of  the  proceedings  appealed  from. 

Sec.  9.  After  an  appeal  is  claimed,  and  notice  thereof  given 
at  the  probate  office,  all  further  proceedings  in  pursuance  of  the 
order,  sentence,  or  decree  appealed  from,  shall  cease  until  the  de- 
termination of  tjie  supreme  court  of  probate  shall  be  had  thereon; 
■  provided,  that  nothing  herein  contained,  shall  be  so  construed  as 
,  to  hinder  the  disposal,  or  otherwise  securing  of  perishable  prop- 
erty. 

Sec.   10.     Said  court  shall   hold  a  session  at  the  county  seat

of  their  respective  counties,  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month. 

Sec.   11.     The  chief  justice  of  each  county  may  be  appointed 
probate  judge,  for  their  respective  counties.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Deseret,  that  Great  Salt  Lake  County  shall  be  entitled  to  elect 
nine  senators  and  twenty  representatives,  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  said  State.  Davis  county,  one  senator  and  two  representa- 
tives; Weber  county,  two  senators  and  four  representatives;  Utah 
county,  two  senators  and  four  representatives;  San-Pete  county, 
one  senator  and  two  representatives;  Iron  county,  one  senator  and 
two  representatives;  Tooele  county,  one  senator  and  one  repre- 
sentative. The  foregoing  apportionment  shall  continue  until  the 
census  shall  have  been  taken,  when  a  new  apportionment  shall  be 
made. 

Sec.  2.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  county  clerks  in 
their  respective  counties,  to  include  in  the  election  notices,  all  the 
ofEces  which  are  to  be  filled,  and  issue  a  writ  of  election  to  the 
sheriff  of  the  county,  four  Aveeks  next  preceding  all  or  any  regular 
election. 

Sec.  3.  The  sherifl'  shall  post  up,  in  at  least  eight  public  pla- 
ces in  his  county,  copies  of  such  notices,  at  least  twenty  days  pre- 
vious to  said  election;  and  cause  the  same  to  be  published  in  any 
newspaper  in  the  county,  if  there  be  one.

Passed,  January  16,  1851. 

Sec.   1.     Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 

of  Deseret,  that  if  any  person  or  persons  shall,  with  premeditated 

intent,  unlawfully  kill  a  human  being,  ni  this  State,  they  shall  he 

^deemed  guilty  of  murder,  and  on  conviction   of  the  same,  before  a 

court  having  jurisdiction  thereof,  shall  suiier  death. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained,  that  if  any  person  or  person.s 
shall  be  accessory  to  murder  be.'"ore  the  fact,  he  or  they  sliall,  on 
conviction  thereof,  suffer  as  the  principal. 

Sec.  3.     Be  it  further  ordained,   that  if  any  person  or  persons 

shall  be  accessory  to  murder  after  the  fact,  by  aiding  the  accused 

nil  any  manner  to  escape  the  ends  of  justice,  they  shall  be  deemed 

•guilty  of  a  high  misdemeanor,  and  shtdl  be  fined,  or  imprisoned, 

or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  ordained,  that  if  any  person  or  persons 
shall  unlawfully  kill  a  human  being,  in  this  State,  without  malice, 
either  expressed  or  implied,  during  a  sudden  heat  of  passion,  they 
shall  be  guilty  of  manslaughter,  and  on  conviction  thereof,  b« 
punished  by  imprisonment,  or  fine,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  ordained,  that  if  any  person  or  persons 
shall  administer  any  drug,  medicine,  herb,  root,  acid,  or  any  thing 
possessing  poisonous  qualities,  with  criminal  intent,  whereby  any 
person  or  persons  shall  be  poisoned  thereby,  and  death  ensues;  they 
^hall  be  guilty  of  murder,  and  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  suffer 
death.

sand dollafs,  and  be  imprisoned  or  confined  to  hard  labor  for  any 
time  not  less  than  one  year:  and  if  the  death  of  the  patient  or  per- 
son, so  receiving  the  poieon  as  above  specified,  shall  follow  ihn 
taking  the  same,  without  being  made  acquainted  with  the  nature 
thereof;  then  the  doctor,  physician,  apothecary,  person  or  persona 
so  giving  or  causing  to  be  given  said  poison,  shall  be  adjudged 
gudty  of  manslaughter,  or  murd'er  as  the  case  may  be,  b])"  any  court 
having  jurisdiction,  and  be  punished  according  to  ordijiance  for 
such  crimes: — 

Provided,  that  the  administration  of  poisons,  as  specified  in  the 
foregoing  section,  and  the  penalties  thereof,  shall  not  attach  to 
doctors,  physicians,  and  apothecaries,  having  their  ow.n  drugs, 
poisons,  and  medicines,  accompanying,  and  administering  to  com- 
panies and  individuals  travelling  through  the  State,  the  same  net 
being  citizens  of  the  State;  but  all  such  doctors  and  con.panies  so 
travelling,  may  administer  to,  and  receive  of  their  own  drugs,  poi- 
sons, or  medicines,  with  good  intent,  on  their  own  responsibility. 

Sec.  8.  Be  it  further  ordained,  that  when  the  killing  of  a  hu- 
man being  takes  place  unintentionally,  as  by  accident:  t!)c  slayer 
being  engaged  in  doing  a  lawful  act,  tlie  court,  upon  conviction 
of  the  fact,  sliall  discharge  the  prisoner  from  further  prcsecution.

IjR  it  iurtlier  ordained,  that,  when  any  person  or  per- 
Rijns  shall  be  found  guilty  of  murder,  and  sentenced  to  die,  as  the 
penalty  of  that  offeiice,  by  any  court  in  this  State  having  jurisdic- 
tion; the  execution  of  the  sentence  shall  be  deferred,  until  a

Sec.  16.  Be  it  further  ordained,  that  if  any  person  or  persons 
shall  make  any  spurious  coin,  of  any  kind,  or  shall  knowingly 
have  it  in  possession  with  an  intent  to  pass,  or  shall  be  accessory 
to  the  same,  or  shall  knowingly  pass  any  counterfeit  or  illegal 
coin,  to  the  injury  of  any  person  or  persons,  they  shall,  on  convic- 
tion thereof,  sufl'er  fine  and  imprisonment,  as  the,  court  may 
direct. 

Sec.  17.  Be  it  further  ordained,  that  if  any  person  shall  fight 
a  duel  in  this  State,  or  shall  go  beyond  the  limits  of  this  State, 
for  the  purpose  of  fighting  a  duel,  and  death  shall  ensue  in  conse- 
quence thereof,  to  either  party;  the  surviving  party  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  murder,  and  punished  accordingly. 

Sec.  IS.  If  any  person  in  this  State,  shall  send,  accept,  or 
knowingly  bear  a  challenge  for  a  duel,  or  meet  for  the  purpose  of 
fighting  a  duel,  or  be  accessory  thereto,  or  leave  the  State  for  that 
purpose,  being  residents  of  this  State,  shall,  on  conviction  there- 
of, be  deemed  guilty  of  a  high  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  fined  or 
imprisoned,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  19.  Be  it  further  ordained,  that  if  any  person  or  persons 
shall  swear,  by  the  name  of  God,  or  Jesus  Christ,  in  any  manner 
using  their  names  profanely,  shall,  for  each  offence,  pay  the  sum 
of  not  less  than  five  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  at  the  discretion  of 
the  court. 

Sec.  20.  Be  it  further  ordained,  that  if  any  two  or  more  per- 
sons shall  assemble  themselves  together,  in  any  disorderly  man- 
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ner,  and  disturb  the  peace,  or  molest  the  person  or  property  of  any 
individual,  or  any  passer  by,  or  attempt  the  same;  they  shall  be 
arrested  forthwith  by  any  of  the  officers  of  this  State,  or  by  any 
citizen  if  no  officer  is  present,  and  they  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  riot,  and,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  or  imprisoned  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  21.  Be  it  further  ordained,  that  for  any  illegal  trespass 
on  the  rights  of  another,  the  person  so  offending,  on  conviction 
thereof,  shall  be  bound  to  make  full  restitution,  and  be  fined  or 
imprisoned,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  22.  Be  it  further  ordained,  that  if  any  person  or  persons 
shall  have,  or  attempt  to  have  a  sexual  intercourse  with  any  of  the 
brute  creation,  on  conviction  thereof,  they  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  high  misdemeanor,  and  be  fined  or  imprisoned,  or  both,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  23.  Be  it  further  ordained,  that  if  any  man  or  boy  shall 
have,  or  attempt  to  have,  any  sexual  intercourse  with  any  of  the 
male  creation,  on  conviction  thereof,  they  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  Sodomy,  and  be  fined  or  imprisoned,  or  both,  as  the  court  may 
direct. 

Sec.  24.  If  any  man  shall  have  sexual  intercourse  with  any 
female  not  his  wife,  or  shall  seduce  any  female;  or  any  person  be- 
ing accessory  to  the  same,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject 
to  imprisonment  andhard  labor  not  exceeding  five  years,  and  pri- 
vate damages,  and  a  fine  net  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  at 
the  discretion  of'lhe  court;  and  any  female  seducing,  or  unlaw- 
fully cohabiting  with  a  male,  shall  receive  the  same  punishment. 
Sec.  25.  Be  it  further  ordained,  that  if  any  man  or  boy  shall 
force  a  woman  or  girl,  to  a  sexual  intercourse,  or  attempt  the  same 
with  them,  on  conviction  of  the.  fact  to  the  court,  he  shall  be 
fined  or  imprisoned,  or  both,  as  the  court  may  direct. 

Sec.  26.     Be  it  further  ordained,  that  if  any  person  or  persons 
shall  use  any  means,   by  which  an    untimely  birth  of  any  child 
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shall  be  had,  or  any  pregnant  woman  shall  be  delivered,  by  which 
the  death  of  one  or  either  maybe  produced,  unless  the  same  shall 
be  proven  to  have  been  done  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  the 
life  of  the  mother,  they  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  murder,  and  up- 
on conviction  thereof,  suffer  the  penalty  as  provided  in  the  first 
section  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  27.  Be  it  further  ordained,  that  if  any  person  or  persons 
shall  commit  a  robbery,  by  forcibly  takmg  from  the  possession  of 
another,  any  species  of  property,  they  shall,  on  conviction  there- 
of, be  fined  or  imprisoned,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  28.  Be  it  further  ordained,  that  if  any  person  or  persons 
shall  steal  any  species  of  property  whatever,  or  be  accessory 
thereunto,  he,  she,  or  they  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  pay  four 
fold,  and  be  fined  or  imprisoned,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court. 

Be  it  further  ordained,  that  if  any  person  or  persons 
shall  assault  in  any  manner  whatsoever,  any  person,  or  strike  the 
same  with  an  intent  to  maim  them,  in  any  manner,  or  injure  any 
person,  they  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  pay  all  damages  sus- 
tained, and  be  fined  or  imprisoned,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court. 

Sec.  30.  Be  it  i'urtlier  ordained,  that  if  any  ofiicer  in  this 
State  shall  accept  any  bribe,  by  which  he  becomes  a  delinquent 
in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  on  conviction  thereof,  he  shall  forfeit 
his  office,  and  ever  after  be  incapacitated  to  hold  any  office  in 
this  State;  and  be  fined  or  imprisoned,  or  both,  at  tlie  discretion 
of  the  court. 

Sec.  31.  Be  it  further  ordained,  that  if  any  person  shall  at- 
tempt to  take  forcibly  any  person  from  this  State  into  another  ille- 
gally, he  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  or  imprisoned,  or 
both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  32.  Be  it  further  ordained,  that  if  any  person  shall, 
through  malice  or  revenge,  cause  any  person  to  be  illegally  impris- 
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oned,  they  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  pay  all  damages  to  the 
person  so  imprisoned,  and  be  fined  or  imprisoned,  or  both,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  33.     Be  it  further  ordained,  that  if  any  person  or  persons 

shall,  by  deception,  defraud  another  out  of  any  money  or  species 

of  property,  they  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  liable  to  restore 

four  fold,  and  be  fined  or  imprisoned  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  34.     Be  it  further  ordained,  that  the  foregoing  ordinance 

be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Deseret,  that  Willard  Richards  have  the  exclusive  right  of 
working  a  road  or  roads  into,  or  through  the  North  Cottonwood 
Kanyon,  and  control  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained,  that  all  contracts  and  acts  per- 
taining to  the  price  of  lumber  and  rates  of  toll,  as  set  forth  in  the 
petition,  and  granted  unto  Willard  Richards  in  1849,  pertaining  to 
North  Cottonwood  Kanyon,  is  hereby  repealed.

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AN  ORDINANCE,  in  relation  to  the  Militia  of  the  State  of  De»- 

eret.     Passed  Jan.  17,  1861. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  ordained  liy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Deseret,  that  this  State  be  divided  into  military  districts,  as 
follows;  to  wit: — The  connties  of  Box-elder,  Weber,  Davis,  Too- 
ele, Utah,  San  Pete,  and  Iron,  and  all  other  connties  that  shall 
hereafter  be  organized  into  counties,  shall  each  be  a  regimental 
district,  and  shall  earli  be  divided  into  company  districts  by  th« 
commandants  of  regiments;  or  in  case  there  is  no  regiment,  the 
commandants  of  battalions;  and  in  case  there  is  no  battalion,  the* 
by  the  commandants  of  companies,  in  their  respective  districts, 
into  compatjy  districts;  and  where  there  is  no  company,  then  the 
major  general  shall  issue  orders  to  some  citizen,  to  organize  said 
district. 

Sec.  2.  Great  Salt  Lake  County  shall  be  divided  into  twe 
military  districts:  the  first  inckiding  all  north  from  aline  running 
east  and  west  to  the  limits  of  said  county;  from  the  south  line  of 
Great  Salt  Lake  City,  and  ail  south  of  said  line,  in  said  county, 
shall  be  the  second  district; — and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  coK>- 
nels  of  the  first  regiment  of  the  first  and  second  cohorts,  to  pro- 
ceed immediately  and  divide  into  company  districts,  the  aforesaid 
first  and  second  districts  of  Great  Salt  Lake  Comity. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  otricers  respectively,  hereby 
required  to  district  into  compaiiy  districts,  the  aforesaid  regimen- 
tal districts,  to  proceed  immediately  to  perform  the  same,  and 
make  report  thereof  to  the  adjutant  general's  office,  in  G.  S.  L. 
City,  as  soon  as  practicable,  being  prior  to  the  first  day  of  June 
next. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commandants  of  compa- 
nies, of  battalions,  and  of  regiments,  in  their  respective  districts, 
lo  ein"oll,and  cause  to  be  enrolled,  in  their  respeclive  companies  oi 
commands,  the  names  of  all  and  every  person  within  the  botmda, 
•r  who  shall  afterwards  have  come  into  the  bounds  of  their   r»-

sj.'cctive  districts  to  reside,  being  liable  to  perform  military  duty. 

Sec.'  5.  In  all  such  districts,  all  persons  subject  to  military  du- 
ty, shall  be  enrolled  in  the  compafiy  of  said  district;  provided,  that 
Slid  person  or  persons  do  not  belong  to,  and  do  perform  military 
duty  in  some  other  company,  and  produce  a  certificate  of  his  en- 
rollment from  the  captain  of  said  company,  that  he  or  they  may 
liave  joined  by  voluntary  enrollment,  and  in  case  so  many  shall 
1  ;ave  joined  by  voluntary  enrollment,  some  other  company  as  afore- 
said, so  cs  not  to  leave  a  safiicient  number  in  the  said  company 
district;  then  and  in  that  case,  two  or  more  of  said  districts  may  be 
attached  for  the  purpose  of  making  up  said  company,  until  such 
rime  as  said  districts  shall  be  able  to  furnish  a  sufficient  number 
I.'  constitute  a  company  therein. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commandants  of  compa- 
nies, to  make  out  and  deliver  into  the  hands  of  the  colonels  of 
Their  respective  regiments,  a  full,  complete,  and  ample  report  of 
ihejTumberofmen,  number  of  arras,  description  thereof,  amount 
iifammunition,  and  condition  thereof,  within  five  days  after  ev- 
•  •ry  company  muster,  together  with  a  list  of  all  who  may  have 
!'een  delinquent  at  such  muster.  They  shall  also,  in  like  man- 
ner, make  due  return  of  their  respective  companies,  at  all  musters 
a£  herein  provided. 

■  Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commandants  of  companies, 
and  of  regiments,  and  of  cohorts,  and  the  commandants  of  the  Le- 
ciion  in  their  respective  commands,  to  carry  into  effect  the  militia 
laws  of  the  State,  and  see  that  all  delinquents,  or  delinquent  offi- 
cers, and  officers  having  the  collection  ef  fines  or  forfeitures,  flo 
perform  their  duties  respectively;  and  if  any  ofiicer,  whose  duty  it 
is  to  collect  fines  and  forfeitures,  shall  neglect  or  fail  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duty,  he  shall  be  liable  before  a  court  martial,  for 
neglect  of  duty;  and  may  be  liable  for  all  sums  lost  in  conse- 
quence of  his  failure  or  neglect,  and  to  be  cashiered  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  court. 
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Sec.  8.  The  quartermaster  and  commissary  of  the  Legion, 
shall  make  out  reports  of  all  sums  by  them  received  and  expended; 
as  well  as  the  amount  contracted,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  each 
campaign  or  expedition;  and  return  the  same  to  the  adjutant  gen- 
eral's office;  as  also  a  full  and  ample  report  of  all  the  expenditures 
of  that  nature,  on  or  before  the  fii'st  day  of  November  in  each  year.

AN  ORDINANCE,  to  incorporate  Ogden  City.     Passed,    Febru- 
ary 6,  1851. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Deseret,  that  all  that  district  of  Weber  county  embraced  m  the 
following  boundaries,  to  wit: 

Beginning  at  the  base  of  the  mountain  due  east  of  the  present 
mill  dam  on  Weber  river,  and  running  due  west  to  the  south  end 
of  said  mill  dam;  thence  continuing  the  same  a  due  west  course  to  a 
point  due  south  of  the  confluence  of  the  Weber  and  Ogden  riv- 
ers; thence  due  north  to  the  confluence  of  the  said  rivers  to  ;i 
point  due  west  of  the  mouth  of  Ogden-hole  Kanyon;  thence  east 
to  the  mouth  of  Ogden-hole  Kanyon;  thence  in  a  southerly  direc- 
tion, along  the  base  of  the  mountain  to  the  place  of  beginning; 
shall  be  known  and  designated  under  the  name  and  style  of  Og- 
den City;  providing  the  said  City  council  shall  have  the  jurisdic- 
tion over,  and  control  of  the  water  and  timber  adjacent  upon  said 
streams,  from  the  mouth  of  the  Ogden  and  Weber  river  Kanyous 
to  the  western  boundary  of  said  City. 

Sec.  2.  The  inhabitants  of  said  City  by  the  name  and  styln 
aforesaid,  shall  have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  *o  plead  and  be  im- 
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pleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity, 
and  in  all  actions  whatsoever,  to  purchase,  receive,  and  hi'ld  pmp- 
erty,  real  and  personal,  in  said  City;  to  purchase,  receive,  ai.d  in  Id 
real  property  beyond  the  City  for  burying  grounds  f)r  public  pur- 
poses, for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  City;  to  sell,  Icasf,  con- 
vey, or  dispose  of  pro}ierty,  real  and  personal,  for  the  Leieht  of 
said  City;  to  improve  and  protect  such  property;  and  do  all  uther 
things  in  relation  thereto  as  natural  persons. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  a  City  council,  to  consist  of  a  mayor, 
four  aldermen,  and  nine  counsellors;  who  shall  have  th<'  q'ialifi<'a- 
tions  of  electors  of  Slid  City,  and  shall  be  chcsen  by  the  ipi.ilified 
voters  thereof,  and  shall  hchi  their  offices  for  two  years,  and  until 
their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  The  (Jity  conncil 
shall  judge  of  the  qualifications,  eleciions.  and  retiu'ns  ol  their 
own  members,  atid  a  majority  of  them  shall  form  a  quorurn  to  do 
business;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day.  and 
compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  under  such  penalties  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  The  mayor,  aldermen,  and  coursellors,  befiire  enter- 
ing upon  the  duties  of  their  oflic^s,  shall  take  and  suliscrilie  an 
oath  or  affirmation,  that  they  will, support  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  and  of  this  Statp;  and  that  they  will  well  and  Iridy 
perform  the  duties  of  their  offices,  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and 
abilities. 

Set;.  5.  On  the  first  Monday  of  April  next,  and  every  two 
years  thereafter,  on  said  day,  an  election  shall  beheld  for  the  elec- 
tion of  one  mayor,  four  aldermen,  and  nine  counsellors;  and  at  the 
first  election  under  this  ordinance,  three  judges  shall  be  chosen, 
viva  voce,  by  the  electors  nreseal.  The  said  judges  shall  choosa 
two  clei-ks;  and  thejudres  and  clerks,  before  entering  upon  their 
duties,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation,  such  as  is 
now  required  by  law  to  be  taken  by  judges  and  clerks  of  other 
elections;  and  at  all  sabsev|aeat  elections.       The  necessary  uum- 
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ter  of  j'.'Ises  nrrJ  dorks  shall  be  appointed  by  the  City  coimciL 
At  the  fist  f'lf;<i1i'n  so  held,  the  polls  shall  be  ope.ierl  at  nine 
o'clock  a.  m..  and  closed  at  six  o'clock  p.  in.  At  the  close  of  the 
polls,  the  VI  les  sh.iU  he  counted,  and  a  stntenipnt  thereof  pro- 
claimeil  Mt  ihe  I'ront  door  of  the  house,  at  which  said  election  shall 
be  belli;  hikI  the  rleiks  shall  leave  with  each  persini  elected,  or  at 
his  usual  place  of  residence,  within  five  days  alter  the  election, 
a  written  miice  of  his  election;  and  each  person  so  notified,  shall 
within  ten  d:iys  after  the  election,  lake  the  oath  or  aflirmatiotl 
herein  befoie  mertioned.  A  certificate  of  which  oath  shall  be 
deposited  with  the  recorder,  whose  appoinlnieiit  is  herein  after 
provided  for;  ai.d  be  by  him  preserved.  And  all  subsequent  elec- 
tions shall  he  held,  conducted,  and  returns  thereof  made,  as  may 
be  provided  for  by  ordinance  of  the  City  council. 

Sec.  6.  All  free  white  male  inhabitants,  who  are  of  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  who  are  entitled  to  vote  for  State  officers,  and 
who  sliill  have  been  actual  residents  of  said  City,  sixty  days  next 
preceding  said  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  City,  officers. 

Sec.  7.  'I'he  City  couiiiil  shall  have  authority  to  levy  and 
collect  taxes  for  City  purposes,  upon  all  taxable  property,  real  and 
personal,  wiibin  the  limits  of  the  City,  not  exceedin2  one  half  per 
cent  }er  aimnm.  upon  the  assessed  value  thereof;  and  may  enforce 
the  payment  of  the  same,  in  any  manner  to  be  provided  by  ordi- 
nance, not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  IJnitid  Slates,  or 
of  this  State. 

Sec.  8.  The  City  council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  re- 
corder, treasurer,  assessor  and  collector,  marshall,  and  supervisor 
of  streets.  They  shall  also  have  the  power  to  appoint  all  such 
other  officers  by  ordinance,  as  may  be  necessary;  define  the  duties 
of  all  City  officers,  and  remove  them  from  office  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  9.  The  City  council  shall  have  power  to  require  of  all  of- 
ficers, appointed  in  pursuance  of  this  ordinance,  bonds  with  pen- 
alty and  security,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their   respective 
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duties,  such  as  may  be  deemed  expedient;  and  also  to  require  all 
officers  appointed  as  aforesaid,  to  take  an  oath  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  10.  The  City  council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
make,  ordain,  establish,  and  execute  all  such  ordinances,  not  re- 
pugnant to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  »Stares,  or  of  this  State, 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  peace,  benefit,  good  order, 
regulation,  convenience,  and  cleanliness  of  said  City, — for  the 
protection  of  property  therein,  from  destruction  by  fire  or  other- 
wise; and  for  the  health  and  happiness  thereof.  They  shall  have 
power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  happen  b}'^  death,  resignation, 
or  removal,  in  any  of  the  offices  herein  made  elective;  to  fix  and 
establish  all  the'fees  of  the  officers  of  said  corporation,  not  herein 
established;  to  impose  such  fines  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dol- 
lars for  each  oflence,  as  they  may  deem  just,  for  refusing  to  ac- 
cept of  any  office  in  or  under  the  corporation,  or  for  misconduct 
therein;  to  divide  the  City  mto  wards,  and  specify  the  boundaries 
thereof,  and  create  additional  wards;  to  add  to  the  number  of  al- 
dermen and  counsellors,  and  apportion  them  among  the  several 
wards,  as  may  be  just,  and  most  conducive  to  the  interest  of  the 
City. 

Sec.  11.  To  establish,  support,  and  regulate  common  schools; 
to  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  City, — provided  that  no  sum 
or  sums  of  money  be  borrowed  on  a  greater  interest  than  six  per 
cent  per  annum, — nor  shall  the  interest  on  the  aggregate  of  all  the 
sums  borrowed,  and  outstanding,  ever  exceed  one  half  of  the  City 
revenue,  arising  from  taxes  assessed  on  real  estate  within  this 
corporation. 

Sec.  12.  To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction  of 
contagious  diseases  into  the  City,  to  make  quarantine  laws  for 
that  purpose,  and  enforce  the  same. 

Sec.  13.  To  appropriate  and  provide  for  the  payment  of  the 
expenses  and  debts  of  the  City. 
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Sec.  14.  To  establish  hospitals,  and  make  regulations  for  the 
government  of  the  same;  to  make  regulations  to  secure  the  gener- 
al health  of  the  inhabitants;  to  declare  what  shall  be  nuisances, 
and  to  prevent  and  remove  the  same. 

Sec.  15.  To  provide  the  City  with  water;  to  dig  wells,  lay 
pump  logs  and  pipes,  and  erect  pumps  in  the  streets,  for  the  ex- 
tinguishment of  fires,  and  the  convenience  of  the  inhabitants. 

Sec.  16.  To  open,  alter,  widen,  extend,  establish,  grade,  pave, 
or  otherwise  improve  and  keep  in  repair,  streets,  avenues,  lanes, 
and  alleys;  and  lo  establish,  erect,  and  keep  in  repair,  acqueducts 
and  bridges. 

Sec.  17.  To  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets,  and  erect- 
ing lamp-posts;  and  to  establish,  support,  and  regulate  night  watch- 
es; to  erect  market  houses,  establish  markets  and  market  places; 
and  provide  for  the  government  and  regulation  thereof. 

Sec.  IS.  To  provide  for  the  erection  of  all  needful  buildings, 
for  the  use  of  the  city;  and  for  enclosing,  improving,  and  regula- 
ting all  public  grounds  belonging  to  the  city. 

Sec.  19.  To  license,  tax,  and  regulate  auctioneers,  merchants, 
retailers,  grocers,  taverns,  ordinaries,  hawkers,  peddlers,  brokers, 
pawn-brokers,  and  money-changers. 

Sec.  2U.  To  license,  tax,  and  regulate  hacking  carriages,  wag- 
ons, carts,  and  drays;  and  fix  the  rates  to  be  charged  ior  the  car- 
riage of  persons;  and  for  wagoners,  carters,  and  drayers  of  proper- 
ty; as  also  to  license  and  regulate  porters,  and  fix  the  rates  of 
porterage. 

Sec.  21.  To  license,  tax,  and  regulate  theatricals,  and  other 
exhibitions,  shows,  and  amusements. 

Sec.  22.  To  tax,  restrain,  prohibit,  and  suppress  tippling  hous- 
es, dram  shops,  gaming  houses,  bawdy,  and  other  disorderly 
houses. 

Sec.  23.  To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment 
of  fires;  to  regulate  the  fixing  of  chimneys  and  the  flues  thereof,

and  stove  pipes;  and  to  organize  and  establish  fire  companies. 

Sec.  24.  I'd  regulate  ihe  stornge  of  gun  powder,  tar,  pitch,, 
rosin,  and  cliier  ccinbiisiible  materials. 

Sec.  2.5.  To  regulute  and  order  parapet  walls,  and  other  par^ 
tition  fences. 

Sec  26.  To  estalilish  standard  weights  and  measures,  and 
regnlafe  the  weishis  and  measures  to  be  used  in  the  city,  in  all 
cases  not  provided  for  by  Uiw. 

Sec.  27.  To  provide  for  the  inspecting  and  measuring  of  lum- 
ber, and  other  buiidiiis  materials,  and  for  the  measurement  of  all 
kinds  of  nieclianital  «f  ik. 

Sec.  28.  To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  weighing  of  hay^ 
lime.  !\',)d  stone  coal:  and  the  measuring  of  charcoal,  fire-wood,  and 
other  fuel  lo  be  sold  or  used  within  the  city. 

Sec.  29.  To  provide  f(T.  and  resulate  the  inspection  of  tobac- 
co, beef,  pork,  flour,  meal;  also  beer,  whisky,  and  brandy;  and  all 
other  spiriluun.'.  or  fermented   liquors. 

Sec.  30.  To  regnlaie  the  weight,  quality,  and  price  of  bread 
sold  and  used  in  the  city. 

Sec.  31.  To  provide  for  taking  the  enumeration  of  the  inhab- 
itants of  the  rily. 

Sec.  32.  To  fix  the  compensation  of  all  city  officers,  and 
regulate  the  fees  of  jnrors,  witnesses,  and  others  for  services  ren- 
dered under  this  or  any  ciiy  ordinance. 

See.  33.  The  city  cotnicil  shall  have  exclusive  power  withiii 
Ihe  city,  bv  ordinance,  lo  license,  regulate,  suppress,  or  restrain 
biliianl  tables,  and  from  one  to  twenty  ])in  alleys;  and  every  other 
descrif  lion  of  gaming  or  ganiblins?. 

Sec.  34.  '  The  cuy  coimcil  shall  have  exclusive  power  within 
the  city,  by  ordinance,  to  license,  resulate,  or  rostra ui  the  keeping- 
of  ferries  and  toll  bridges;  to  regulate  the  police  of  the  city;  to  iin- 
pose  fines,  forfeitures,  and  penalties  for  the  breach  ofanyordi- 
nancef  and  provide  for  the  recovery  of  such  fines  and  forfeitures,. 
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and  the  enforcement  of  such  penalties;  and  to  pass  such  ordinan- 
ces, as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  carrying  into  effect  and 
execution  the  powers  specified  in  this  ordinance;  provided,  such 
ordinances  are  not  repugnant  to  the  Conblitutiou  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  tliis  State. 

Sec.  35.  All  ordinances  passed  by  the  City  council,  shall, 
■within  one  month  after  they  shall  have  been  passed,  be  published 
in  some  newspaper,  printed  in  said  CJity,  or  certified  copies  there- 
of, be  posted  up  in  eight  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  City. 

Sec.  36.  All  ordinances  of  the  City  may  be  provea  by  the 
seal  of  the  corporation;  and  when  printed  or  published  in  book  or 
pamphlet  form,  purporting  to  be  printed  or  published  by  the  au- 
thority of  the  corporation;  the  same  shall  lie  received  iii  evidence 
in  all  courts,  or  places  without  further  proof. 

Sec.  37.  The  mayor  and  aldermen,  shall  be  conservators  of  the 
peace  within  the  limits  of  the  City;  and  shall  havp  all  the  powers 
of  justices  of  the  peace  therein,  both  in  civil  and  criminal  cas'js,  ari- 
sing under  the  laws  of  the  State.  They  shall,  as  justices  of  the 
peace,  v/ithin  the  limits  of  said  City,  perform  the  same  dnties,  Le 
governed  by  the  same  laws,  give  the  same  bonds  and  securitits, 
as  other  justices  of  the  pf^ace,  and  be  commissioned  as  justices  of 
the  peace,  in  and  for  said  City,  by  the  Governor. 

Sec.  38.  The  mayor  shall  have  e.xchisive  jurisdiction  in  all 
cases,  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  corporation,  and  shall  is- 
sue such  process  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  said  ordinances  in- 
to execution  and  effect.  Appeals  may  be  had  from  any  decision 
or  judgment  of  said  mayor  or  aldermen,  arising  under  the  orunian- 
cesof  said  City,  to  the  municipal  conrt  under  such  regulationrj,  as 
maybe  [ircsented  by  ordinance;  which  court  shall  be  composed  of 
the  mayor,  as  chief  justice,  and  the  aldermen,  as  associate  justices; 
and  from  the  final  judgment  of  the  municipal  court,  to  the  county 
court  of  VVeher  county,  in  the  same  manner  as  appeals 
are  taken  from  j'.istices  of  the  peace;  provided  the  parties  litigant 
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shall  haFe  a  right  to  a  trial  by  a  jury  of  twelve  men,  in  all  cases 
before  the  municipal  court.  The  municipal  court  shall  have 
power  to  grant  writs  of  Habeas  Corpus,  and  try  the  same,  in  all 
cases  arisi'iw  under  tlie  ordinances  of  (he  City  council.. 

See.  39.  The  miniieipal  court  siiali  sit  on  the  first  Monday  of 
fu-ery  month,  and  the  City  council,  at  such  times  and  places  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  (^iiy  ordinance,  special  meetings  of  which 
may  at  any  time  be  called  by  the  mayor  or  any  two  aldermen. 

Sec.  4D.  All  process  issued  by  the  mayor,  aldermen,  or  mu- 
nicipal court,  shall  be  directed  to  the  marshall,  and  in  the  execu- 
tion thereof,  he  shall  be  governed  by  the  same  laws,  as  are  ormay 
be  prescribed  for  the  direction  and  compensation  of  constables  in 
similar  cases.  The  marshall  shall  also  perform  such  other  duties 
as  may  bo  required  of  liini  nr.der  the  ordinances  of  said  City;  and 
shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  officer. 

See.  41.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder,  to  make  and 
keep  accurate  records  of  all  ordinances,  made  by  the  City  council, 
and  of  all  their  proceedings  in  their  corporate  capacity;  which  re- 
cord shall,  at  all  times,  be  open  to  the  nispection  of  the  electors  of 
said  city,  and  sliall  perioral  all  ether  duties,  as  may  be  required  of 
him  by  the  ordinances  of  the  City  council,  and  shall  serve  as 
clerk  of  the  municipal  court. 

Sec.  42.  When  it  shall  be  necessary  to  take  private  property 
for  opening,  widening,  oralteringany  public  street,  lane,  avenue, 
or  alley;  the  corporation  shall  make  a  just  compensation  therefor, 
to  the  person  whose  property  is  so  taken;  and  if  the  amount  of 
such  compensation  cannot  be  agreed  upon,  the  mayor  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  ascertained  by  a  jury  of  six  disinterested  men,  who 
shall  be  inhabitants  of  the  City. 

Sec.  43.  All  jurors  empannelled  to  enquire  into  the  amount  of 
beaefits  or  damages,  that  shall  happe:i  to  the  owners  of  property 
so  proposed  to  be  taken,  shall  lirst  be  sworn  to  that  effect,  and 
shall  return  to  the  mayor  their  inquest  in  writing,  signed  by  each 
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luror. 

Sec.  44.  In  case  the  mayor  shall,  at  any  time,  be  guilty  of  a 
palpable  omission  of  duty,  or  shall  wilfully  and  corruptly  be  guilty 
of  oppression,  mal-conduct,  or  partiality,  in  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  bo  liable  to  indictment  in  the  county- 
court  of  Weber  county;  and  on  conviction,  he  shall  be  li- 
hle  to  a  fine  and  imprisonmenl;  and  the  court  shall  have  power  on 
the  recommend  of  the  jury,  to  add  to  the  judgment  of  the  court, 
that  he  be  removed  from  office. 

Sec.  45.  The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  provide  for  the  pun- 
ishment of  offenders  and  vagrants  by  imprisonment  in  the  county 
or  city  jail,  or  by  compelling  them  to  labor  on  the  streets,  or  other 
public  works,  until  the  same  shall  be  fully  paid,  in  all  cases  when 
such  offenders  or  vagrants  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  the  fines  and 
forfeitures  which  may  be  awarded  against  thera. 

Sec.  46.  The  inhabitants  of  Ogden  City  shall,  from  and  after 
the  next  ensuing  two  years  from  the  C-vst  Monday  of  April  next. 
be  exempt  from  working  on  any  road  or  roads  beyond  the  limits 
of  said  city;  but  all  taxes  devoted  to  road  purposes  shall,  from  and 
after  said  term  of  two  years,  be  collected  and  expended  by,  and 
under  the  direction  of  the  supervisor  of  streets,  withiii  the  limits 
■of  said  city. 

Sec.  47.  This  ordinance  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  or- 
dinance, and  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN   ORDINANCE,   to  incorporate  th^  City  of  Manti.     Passed, 
February  6,  1851. 
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Sec.  1.  Es  it  ordained  by  tlie  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Deseiet,  i^iat  ail  that  portion  of  the  county  of  San  Pete,  which 
lies  in  the  i'oiiowing  boundaries,  to  wit: 

Beginning  at  the  Warm  Spriiig  (about  two  miles)  south  of  the 
present  city  jiiat  in  said  county;  thence  west  to  the  west  bank  of 
San  Pete  cn.'ok;  thence  north  and  north-east  along  the  west  bank 
of  said  cre:'k  to  a  point  due  we=t  of  the  mouth  of  WiUow  creek 
kanyon;  thence  east  to  the  mouth  of  VV  illovv  creek  kanyon;  thence 
due  south  to  a  parallel  line  due  eust  of  the  aforesaid  Warm  Spring; 
thence  west  on  said  line  to  tlie  place  of-  beginning, — including 
the  survey  of  said  plat, — shall  be  known  and  designated  as  the 
city  of  Maiiti;and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  hereby  constituted 
a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  aforesaid;  and  shall  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which 
they  may  change  and  alter  at  pleasiu-e. 

Sec.  2.  Tlie  inhabitants  of  said  City  by  the  name  and  style 
aforesaid,  shall  have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, defL-nd  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity, 
and  in  all  actions  whatsoever,  to  purchase,  receive,  and  huld  prop- 
erty, real  and  personal,  in  said  City;  to  purchase,  receive,  and  hold 
real  property  beyond  the  City  for  burying  grounds  or  public  pur- 
poses, for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  City;  to  sell,  lease,  con- 
vey, or  dispose  of  property,  real  and  personal,  for  the  benefit  of 
said  City;  to  improve  and  protect  such  property;  and  do  all  other 
things  in  relation  thereto  as  nafural  persons. 

■  Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  a  City  council,  to  consist  of  a  mayor, 
four  aldermen,  and  nine  oounsellors;  who  shall  have  the  qualifica- 
tions of  electors  of  said  City,  and  shall  be  chosen  by  the  qualified 
voters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years,  and  until 
their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  The  City  council 
.-inall  judge  of  the  qualifications,  elections,  and  returns  of  their 
own  members,  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  form  a  quorum  to  do 
business;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and 
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-compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  mider  such  penalties  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  The  mayor,  aldermen,  and  counsellors,  before  enter- 
ing upon  the  duties  of  their  olBces,  shall  take  and  subscribe  aa 
oath  or  afilrmalion,  that  they  will  support  the  Coustitntion  of  the 
United  States,  and  of  this  State;  and  that  ihey  will  well  and  truly 
perform  the  duties  of  their  offices,  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and 
abilities. 

Sec.  5.  On  the  first  Monday  of  April  next,  and  every  two 
years  tliereafter,  on  said  day,  an  election  shall  be  held  for  tli5  elec- 
tion of  one  mayor,  fonr  aldermen,  and  nine  counsellors;  and  at  the 
first  election  under  this  ordinance,  three  jndges  shall  be  chosen, 
viva  voce,  by  the  electors  present.  The  said  judges  shall  choose 
two  clerks;  and  the  jndges  and  clerks,  before  entering  upon  their 
duties,  shall  take  and  snbscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation,  snch  as  is 
now  required  by  law  to  be  taken  by  judges  and  clerks  ot  other 
elections;  and  at  all  subseqnent  elections.  The  necessary  num- 
ber ofjiidges  and  clerks  shall  be  appointed  by  the  City  coancil. 
At  the  first  election  so  held,  the  polls  shall  be  opened  at  nine 
o'clock  a.  m.,  and  closed  at  six  o'clock  p.  m.  At  the  close  ot  the 
polls,  the  votes  shall  be  counted,  and  a  statement  thereof  pro- 
claimed at  the  front  door  of  the  house,  at  which  said  election  shall 
be  held;  and  the  clerks  shall  leave  with  each  person  elected,  or  at 
his  usual  place  of  residence,  within  five  days  after  the  election, 
a  written  notice  of  his  election;  and  each  person  so  notified,  sliall 
within  ten  days  after  the  election,  lake  the  oath  or  affirmation 
herein  before  mentioned.  A  certificate  of  which  oath  shall  be 
deposited  with  the  recorder,  whose  appointment  is  herein  after 
provided  for;  and  be  by  him  preserved.  And  all  subsequent  elec- 
tions shall  be  held,  conducted,  and  returns  thereof  made,  as  may 
be  provided  for  by  ordinance  of  the  City  council. 

Sec.  6.     All  free  white  male  inhabitants,  who  are  of  the  age  of 
tweiity-one  years,  who  are  entitled  to  vote  for  State  officers,  and

who  shall  have  been  actual  residents  of  said  City,  sixty  days  next 
preceding  said  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  City  officers. 

Sec.  7.  The  City  council  shall  have  authority  to  levy  and 
collect  taxes  for  City  purposes,  upon  all  taxable  property,  real  and 
personal,  within  the  limits  of  the  City,  not  excecd'iia  one  half  per 
cent  per  annum,  upon  the  assessed  value  thereof;  and  rnaj^  enforce 
the  payment  of  the  same,  in  any  manner  to  he  i^rovided  by  ordi- 
nance, not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Unitid  States,  or 
of  this  State. 

Ssc.  8.  The  City  council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  re- 
corder, treasiuer,  assessor  and  collector,  marshal!,  and  sujiervisor 
of  streets.  They  shall  also  have  the  power  to  appoint  all  such 
other  oflicers  by  ordinance,  as  may  be  necessary;  define  the  duties 
of  all  City  oflicers,  and  remove  them  from  office  at  jileasure. 

Sec.  9.  The  City  council  shall  have  power  to  require  of  all  of- 
ficers, appointed  in  pursuance  of  this  ordinance,  bonds  with  pen- 
alty and  security,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  respective 
duties,  such  as  may  be  deemed  expedient;  and  also  to  require  all 
officers  appointed  as  aforesaid,  to  take  an  oath  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  10.  The  (^ity  council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
make,  ordain,  establish,  and  execute  all  such  ordinances,  not  re- 
pugnant to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State, 
as  they  may  deein  necessary  for  the  peace,  benefit,  good  order, 
regulation,  convenience,  and  cleanliness  of  said  City, — for  the 
protection  of  property  therein,  from  destruction  by  fire  or  other- 
wise; and  for  the  health  and  happiness  thereof  They  shall  have 
power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  happen  by  death,  resignatior, 
or  removal,  in  any  of  the  offices  herein  made  elective;  to  fix  and 
establish  all  the  fees  of  the  officers  of  said  corporation,  not  herein 
established;  to  impose  such  fines  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dol- 
lars for  each  offence,  as  they  may  deem  just,  for  refusing  to  ac- 
cept of  any  office  in  or  under  the   corporation,  or   for  misconduct 
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therein;  to  divide  the  City  into  wards,  and  specify  the  boundaries 
thereof,  and  create  additional  wards;  to  add  to  the  number  of  al- 
dermen and  counsellors,  and  apportion  them  among  the  several 
wards,  as  may  be  just,  and  most  conducive  to  the  interest  of  the 
City. 

Sec.  11.  To  establish,  support,  and  regulate  common  schools; 
to  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  City, — provided  that  no  sum 
or  sums  of  money  be  borrowed  on  a  sreator  interest  than  six  per 
cent  per  annum, — nor  shall  the  interest  on  the  aggregate  of  all  the 
sums  borrowed,  and  outstanding,  ever  exceed  one  half  of  the  City 
revenue,  arising  from  taxes  assessed  on  real  estate  within  this 
corporation. 

Sec.  12.  To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction  of 
contagious  diseases  into  the  City,  to  make  quarantine  laws  for 
that  purpose,  and  enforce  the  same. 

Sec.  13.  To  appropriate  and  provide  for  the  payment  of  the 
expenses  and  debts  of  the  City. 

Sec.  14.  To  establish  hospitals,  and  make  regulations  for  the 
government  of  the  same;  to  mai^e  regulations  to  secure  the  gener- 
al health  of  the  iahabitants;  to  declare  what  shall  be  nuisances, 
and  to  prevent  and  remove  the  same. 

Sec.  1.3.  To  provide  the  City  with  water;  to  dig  wells,  lay 
pump  logs  and  pipes,  and  erect  pumps  in  the  streets,  for  the  ex- 
tinguishment of  fires,  and  the  convenience  of  the  inhabitants. 

Sec.  16.  To  open,  alter,  widen,  extend,  establish,  grade,  pave, 
or  otherwise  improve  and  keep  in  repaii',  streets,  avenues,  lanes, 
and  alleys;  and  to  establish,  erect,  and  keep  in  repair,  acqaeducts 
and  bridges. 

Sec.  17.  To  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets,  and  erect- 
ing lamp-posts;  and  to  establish,  support,  and  regulate  night  watch- 
es; to  erect  market  houses,  estab'ishmarkets  and  market  places; 
and  provide  for  the  government  and  regulation  thereof. 

Sec.   18.     To  provide  for  the  erection  of  all  needful  buildings, 
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for  the  use  of  the  city;  and  for  enclosing,  improving,  and  regula- 
ting all  public  grounds  belonging  to  the  city. 

Sec.  19.  To  license,  tax,  and  regulate  auctioneers,  merchants, 
retailers,  grocers,  taverns,  ordinaries,  hawkers,  peddlers,  brokers, 
pawu-brokers,  and  money-changers. 

Sec.  20.  To  license,  tax,  and  regnlate  hacking  carriages,  wag- 
ons, carts,  and  drays;  and  fix  the  rates  to  be  charged  ior  the  car- 
riage of  persons;  and  for  wagoners,  carters,  and  drayers  of  proper- 
ty; as  also  to  license  and  regulate  porters,  and  fix  the  rates  of 
porterage. 

Sec.  21.  To  license,  tax,  and  regulate  theatricals,  and  other 
«xhibitior,s,  shows,  and  amusements. 

Sec.  22.  To  tax,  restrain,  prohibit,  and  suppress  tippling  hous- 
es, dram  shops,  gamnig  houses,  bawdy,  and  other  disorderly 
houses. 

Sec.  23.  To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment 
of  fires;  to  regulate  the  fixing  of  chimneys  and  the  flues  thereof, 
and  stove  pipes;  and  to  organize  and  establish  fire  companies. 

Sec.  24.  To  regulate  the  storage  of  gun  powder,  tar,  pitch, 
rosin,  and  other  combustible  materials. 

Sec.  25.  To  regulate  and  order  parapet  walls,  and  other  par- 
tition fences. 

Sec.  26.  To  establish  standard  weights  and  measm-es,  and 
regulate  the  weights  and  measures  to  be  used  in  the  city,  in  all 
cases  not  provided  for  by  law. 

Sec.  27.  To  provide  for  the  inspecting  and  measuring  of  lum- 
ber, and  other  building  materials,  and  for  the  measurement  of  all 
kinds  of  mechanical  work. 

Sec.  28.  To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  weighing  of  hay, 
lime,  and  stone  coal;  and  the  measuring  of  charcoal,  fire-wood,  and 
other  fuel  to  be  sold  or  used  within  the  city. 

Sec.  29.  To  provide  for,  and  regulate  the  inspection  of  tobac- 
co, beef,  pork,  flour,  meal;  also  beer,  whisky,  and  brandy;   and  all 
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other  spirituous  or  fermented  liquors. 

Sec.  30.  To  regulate  the  weight,  quality,  and  price  of  brfiad 
sold  and  used  in  the  eity. 

Sec.  31.  To  provide  for  taking  the  enumeration  of  the  inhab- 
itants of  the  city. 

S'-c.  32.  To  fix  the  compensntion  of  ail  city  officers,  and 
re^uhte  the  fees  of  jurors,  witnesses,  and  others  for  services  ren- 
dered under  this  or  any  city  ordinance. 

Sph.  33.  The  city  council  shall  iiave  exclusive  power  within 
the  citv.  by  ordinance,  lo  Mcense,  regulate,  suppress,  or  restrain 
T)i!iiTf  1  tables,  and  from  one  to  twenty  pin  alleys;  and  every  other

February  0,  1S51. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Desen^l,  that  all  that  district  of  country  •■mbracod  in  the  fol- 
lowiui;  bninda)i?s,  in  Utah  county,  to  wit: — 

Commencing  two  miles  south  from  the  present  siu'vey  of  the 
city  of  Pnivo,  at  the  edge  rf  Utah  lake;  thence  east  to  the  moun- 
tain; theuce  northerly  with  the  motmtain  to  the  north  bank  of  the 
Fiovo  river;  thence  west  to  the  said  lake;  thence  southerly  along 
the  edge  of  the  lake  to  t!;e  flare  of  beginning, — shall  be  known 
and  designated  under  t'it>  name  and  style  of  Provo  City;  and  the 
mhabitants  thereof  are  herel>y  constituted  a  hody  corporate  and 
politic,  hy  the  UTne.iforestid;  and  sliall  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  may  have  a  :d  use  a  ci-mmon  seal,  which  they  may  change 
and  alter  at  pleasure.

To  provide  (or,  and  re<?ulate  the  inspection  of  tobac- 
co, beef,  pork,  flinr,  meal;  also  beer,  whisky,  and  brandy;  and  all 
otiier  spirituous  or  fermented  liquors. 

Sec.  30.  To  regulate  the  weight,  quality,  and  price  of  bread 
sold  and  used  in  the  city.

AN  ORDINANCE,  to  incorporate  Par.nvan  City,  in  Iron  County. 
Passed,  P'ebruary  6,  \S5]. 
Sec.   1.     Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
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of  Deseret,  that  all  lliat  district  of  country  in  Iron  county,  in  thia 
State,  beginning  at  the  dam.  above  the  saw-mill,  in  the  mouth  of 
the  kanyon,  on  Centre  creek,  and  running  from  thence  north-east 
along  the  base  c,f  the  mountain  two  miles;  ihence  north  three  miles; 
thence  west  six  miles;  thti;ce  south  to  (he  base  of  the  mountain; 
theuce  along  the  base  of  the  mountain  in  a  ncrth-easterly  direc- 
tion, to  the  place  of  beginning, — includuia;  the  present  location, — ■ 
shall  be  known  and  designated  as  Farowan  City,  and  the  inhabi- 
tants thereof  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic, 
by  the  name  aforesaid,  a.id  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and 
may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  change  and  al- 
ter at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  The  itihabitarts  of  said  City  by  the  name  and  .style 
ofuresaid,  ^hall  have  power  to  si:e  ard  I  e  sued,  to  [-lead  ar:d  be  im- 
pleaded, defend  di.d  1  e  defended,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity, 
and  iti  all  actions  whatsoever,  to  purchase,  receive,  and  hold  prop- 
erty, real  and  personal,  in  snid  City:  to  piircha>e,  receive,  and  liold 
real  property  beyond  the  (Jity  for  burying  grounds  or  public  pur- 
poses, for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  City;  to  sell,  Irase,  con- 
vey, or  dispose  of  property,  real  a"d  persnnnl,  for  the  benefit  of 
said  City;  to  improve  and  protect  such  property;  and  do  all  ether 
things  in  relation  thereto  as  natural  persons. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  a  City  council,  to  consist  of  a  mayor, 
four  aldermen,  and  nine  counsellors;  who  shall  have  the  qualifica- 
tions of  electors  of  said  City,  and  shall  be  choj..ui  by  the  qualified 
voters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years,  and  until 
their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  The  City  council 
shall  judsc  of  the  qualif cations,  elections,  and  returns  of  their 
own  members,  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  form  a  quorum  to  do 
business;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and 
compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  under  such  penalties  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

Sec.  4.     The  mayor,  aldermen,  and  counsellors,  Lefcre  enter* 
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ing  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices,  shall  take  and  subscribe  aa 
oath  or  affirmation,  that  they  will  support  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  and  of  this  State;  and  that  they  will  well  and  truly 
perform  the  duties  of  their  offices,  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and 
abilities. 

Sec.  5.  On  the  first  Monday  of  April  next,  and  e\'ery  two 
years  thereafter,  on  said  day,  an  election  shall  be  held  for  the  elec- 
tion of  one  mayor,  four  aldermen,  and  nine  counsellors;  and  at  the 
first  election  under  this  ordinance,  three  judges  shall  be  chosen, 
viva  voce,  by  the  electors  present.  The  said  judges  shall  choose 
two  clerks;  and  the  judges  and  clerks,  before  entering  upon  their  • 
duties,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation,  sach  as  is 
now  required  by  law  to  be  taken  by  judges  and  clerks  of  other 
elections;  and  at  all  subsequent  elections.  The  necessary  num- 
ber of  judges  and  clerks  shall  be  appointed  by  the  City  council. 
At  the  first  election  so  held,  the  polls  shall  be  opened  at  nine 
o'clock  a.  m.,  and  closed  at  six  o'clock  p.  m.  At  the  close  of  the 
polls,  the  votes  shall  be  counted,  and  a  statement  thereof  pro- 
claimed at  the  front  door  of  the  house,  at  which  said  election  shall 
be  held;  and  the  clerks  shall  leave  with  each  person  elected,  or  at 
his  usual  place  of  residence,  within  five  days  after  the  election, 
a  written  notice  of  his  election;  and  each  person  so  notified,  shall 
within  ten  days  after  the  election,  lake  the  oath  or  affirmation 
herein  before  mentioned.  A  certificate  of  which  oath  shall  be 
deposited  with  the  recorder,  whose  appointment  is  herein  after 
provided  for;  and  be  by  him  preserved.  And  all  subsequent  elec- 
tions shall  be  held,  conducted,  and  returns  thereof  made,  as  may 
be  provided  for  by  ordinance  of  the  City  council. 

Sec.  6.  All  free  white  male  inhabitants,  who  are  of  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  who  are  entitled  to  vote  for  State  officers,  and 
who  shall  have  been  actual  residents  of  said  City,  sixty  days  next 
preceding  said  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  City  officers. 

Sec.  7.     The  City  council  shall  have   authority   to  levy  and 
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collect  taxes  for  City  purposes,  upoti  all  taxable  property,  real  and 
personal,  within  the  lirniis  of  the  City,  not  exceeding  one  half  per 
cent  per  annum,  upon  the  assessed  value  thereof;  and  may  enforce 
the  payment  of  the  same,  in  aiiy  manner  to  be  provided  by  ordi- 
nance, not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  or 
of  this  State. 

Sec.  8.  The  City  council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  re- 
corder, treasurer,  assessor  and  collector,  marshal!,  and  supervisor 
of  streets.  They  shall  also  have  the  power  to  appoint  all  such 
other  officers  by  ordinance,  as  may  be  necessary;  define  the  duties 
of  all  City  officers,  and  remove  them  from  office  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  9.  The  City  council  shall  have  power  to  require  of  all  of- 
ficers, appointed  in  pursuance  of  this  ordinance,  bonds  with  pei)- 
alty  and  security,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  respective 
duties,  such  as  may  be  deemed  ex]iedient;  and  also  to  require  all 
officers  appointed  as  aforesaid,  to  take  an  oath  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  10.  The  City  council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
make,  ordain,  establish,  and  execute  all  such  ordinances,  not  re- 
pugnant to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State, 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  peace,  benefit,  good  order, 
regulation,  convenience,  and  cleanliness  of  said  City, — for  the 
protection  of  property  therein,  from  destruction  by  fire  or  ether- 
wise;  and  for  the  health  and  happiness  thereof.  They  shall  have 
power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  happen  by  death,  resignatior', 
or  removal,  in  any  of  the  offices  herein  made  elective;  to  fix  and 
establish  all  the  fees  of  the  officers  of  said  corporation,  not  herein 
established;  to  impose  such  fines  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dol- 
lars for  each  offence,  as  they  m  ly  deem  just,  for  refusing  to  ac- 
cept of  any  office  in  or  under  the  corporation,  or  for  misconduct 
therein;  to  divide  the  City  into  wards,  and  specify  the  boundaries 
thereof,  and  create  additional  wards;  to  add  to  the  number  of  al- 
dermen and  counsellors,  and   apportion  them  among  the  sf  veral 
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wards,  as  may  be  just,  and  most  conducive  to  the  interest  of  th© 
City. 

Sec.  11.  To  establish,  support,  and  regulate  common  schools; 
to  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  City, — provided  that  no  sum 
or  sums  of  money  be  borrowed  on  a  ereator  interest  tla  i  six  per 
cent  per  annum, — nor  shall  the  interest  on  the  aggregate  of  all  the 
sums  borrowed,  and  outstanding,  ever  exceed  one  half  uf  the  City 
revenue,  arising  from  taxes  assessed  on  real  estate  within  this 
corporation. 

Sec.  12.  To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction  of 
contagious  diseases  into  the  City,  to  make  quarantine  laws  for 
that  purpose,  and  enforce  the  same. 

Sec.  \A.  To  appropriate  and  provide  for  the  pa ytnent  of  the 
expenses  and  debts  of  the  City. 

Sec.  14.  To  establish  hospitals,  and  make  regulations  for  thft 
goverMment  of  the  sime;  to  make  regulations  to  secure  the  gener- 
al health  of  the  inhabitants;  to  declare  what  shall  be  nuisances, 
snd  to  prevent  and  remove  the  same. 

Sec.  1.5.  To  provide  tiie  City  with  water;  to  dig  wells,  lay 
pump  lo2s  and  pipes,  and  erect  pumps  in  the  streets,  for  the  ex- 
tin^Mi^hmeiit  of  fires,  and  the  convenience  of  the  inhabitants. 

Sec.  16.  To  open,  alter,  widen,  extend,  establish,  grade,  pave, 
or  oibnrwise  improve  and  keep  ill  repair,  streets,  avenues,  lanes, 
and  alleys;  and  to  establisli,  erect,  and  keep  in  repair,  acqu:ducts 
and  biidaes. 

S'f.  17.  To  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets,  and  erect- 
ing lainp-popis;  and  fn  establish,  support,  and  regilate  night  watch- 
es; to  ere<t  market  housi-s.  establish  markets  and  market  places; 
and  provide  for  the  government  and  regulation  thereof. 

Sec.  18.  To  provide  for  the  erection  of  all  needful  buildings, 
for  the  use  of  the  ciiy;  and  for  enclosing,  improving,  and  regula- 
ting all  pnhlic  grounds  belonging  to  the  city. 

Sec.   l'.».     To  H(ciise,  tax,  and  regulate  auctioneers,  merchants, 
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retailers,  grocers,  taverns,  ordinaries,  iiawkcrs.  peddlers,   biokcrs, 
pawn-brokers,  and  money-changers. 

Sec.  20.  To  license,  tax,  and  regulate  hacking  carriages,  wai^- 
ons,  carts,  and  drays;  and  fix  the  rates  to  be  charged  ior  the  car- 
riage of  persons;  and  for  wagoners,  carters,  and  drayers  of  proper- 
ty; as  also  to  license  and  regulate  porters,  and  fix  the  rates  of 
porterage. 

Sec.  2i.  To  license,  tax,  and  regulate  theatricals,  and  other 
exhibitions,  shows,  and  amusements. 

Sec.  22.  To  tax,  restrain,  prohibit,  and  suppress  tippling  Jions- 
es,  dram  shops,  gaming  houses,  bawdy,  and  other  disorderly 
houses. 

Sec.  23.  To  provide  for  the  prevention  aud  exlinguishineiit 
of  fires;  to  regulate  the  fixing  of  chimneys  and  tlie  flues  ihereoi', 
and  stove  pipes;  and  to  organize  and  establish  fire  companies. 

Sec.  24.  To  regulate  the  storage  of  gun  powder,  tar,  pitch, 
rosin,  and  other  combustible  materials. 

Sec.  25.  To  regulate  and  order  parapet  walls,  and  other  par- 
tition fence.?. 

Sec.  26.     To    establish   st;^ndard   weights  and  measures,  and 
regulate  the   weights  and   measures  to  be  used  in  the  city,   in  all  . 
cases  not  provided  for  by  law. 

Sec.  27.  To  provide  for  the  inspecting  and  measuring  of  lum- 
ber, and  other  building  materials,  and  for  the  measurement  of  all 
kinds  of  mechanical  work. 

Sec.  28.  To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  weighing  of  liay, 
lime,  and  stone  coal;  and  the  measuring  of  charcoal,  fire-wood,  and 
other  fuel  to  be  sold  or  used  within  the  city. 

Sec.  29.  To  provide  for,  and  regulate  the  inspection  of  lobar- - 
CO,  beef,  pork,  flour,  meal;  also  beer,  whisky,  and  brandy;  and  r.ll 
other  spirituous  or  fermented  liquors. 

Sec.  30.  To  resnlatc  the  weitrhl.  quality,  and  piii.e  of  biertd 
fold  and  used  in  the  citv. 


Srr.  31.  ToproTule  for  taking  the  enumeration  of  the  inhab- 
it i!its  of  tiie  city. 

Sec.  32.  To  fix  the  compensation  of  all  city,  ofHcers.  and 
rogiihite  the  fees  of  jurors,  witnesses,  and  others  for  services  ren- 
dered under  this  or  any  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  33.  The  city  council  shall  have  exclusive  power  within 
the  city,  by  ordinance,  to  license,  regulate,  suppress,  or  restrain 
billiard  tables,  and  from  one  to  twenty  pin  alleys;  and  every  other 
description  of  gaming  or  gambling. 

Sec.  3-}.  The  city  council  shall  have  exclusive  power  within 
tliecity,  by  ordinance,  to  license,  regulate,  or  restrain  the  keeping 
of  ferries  and  toll  bridges:  to  regulate  the  police  of  the  city;  to  im- 
pose fines,  forfeitures,  and  penalties  for  the  breach  of  any  ordi- 
nance; and  provide  for  the  recovery  of  sucli  fines  and  forfeitures, 
."ind  the  enforcement  of  such  penalties;  and  to  pass  such  ordinan- 
ces, as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  carrying  into  effect  and 
execution  the  powers  specified  in  this  ordinance;  provided,  such 
(irdiiiances  are  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
iSiates,  or  of  this  State. 

Sec.  35.  All  ordinances  passed  by  the  City  council,  shall, 
within  one  month  after  they  shall  have  been  passed-  be  published 
in  sorae  newspaper,  printed  in  said  City,  or  certified  copies  there- 
of, be  posted  up  in  eight  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  City. 
■'Sec.  3(5.  All  ordinances  of  the  City  may  be  proven  by  the 
seal  of  the  corporation;  and  when  printed  or  published  in  book  or 
pamphlet  form,  purporling  to  be  printed  or  juiblished  by  the  au- 
thority of  the  corporation;  the  same  shall  be  received  in  evidence 
in  all  courts,  or  pl.aces  without  further  proof. 

Sec.  37.   The  mayor  and  aldermen,  shall  be  conservators  of  the 
peace  within  the  limits  of  the  City;  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  ' 
of  justices  of  the  peace  therein,  both  in  civil  and  criminal  cases,  ari- 
sing under  the  laws  of  the  State.      They  shall,  as  justices  of  the 
"cacc.  wiiliin  the  limits  of  said  City,  perform  the  same  duties,  be 
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governed  by  the  same  laws,  give   the  same  l)oiiJ.s  and  sc.'iii-iti 
as  other  justices  ol'  tlie  peace,  and  be  coiiimissioiied  as  justices  ol 
the  peace,  in  and  for  said  City,  by  the  Governor. 

Sec.  38.  The  mayor  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all 
cases,  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  corporation,  and  shall  is- 
sue such  process  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  said  ordinances  in- 
to execution  and  efl'ect.  Appeals  may  be  had  I'roni  any  decision 
or  judgment  of  said  mayor  or  aldermen,  arising  under  the  ordinan- 
ces of  said  City,  to  the  municipal  court  under  sncli  rcgidations,  as 
may  be  presented  by  ordinance;  which  court  shall  be  composed  of 
the  mayor,  as  chief  justice,  and  the  aldermen,  as  associate  justices; 
and  from  *lhe  final  judgment  of  the  municipal  court,  to  the  county 
court  of  Iron  county,  in  the  same  manner  as  apjeals 
are  taken  from  justices  of  the  peace;  provided  the  parties  litigant 
shall  have  a  right  to  a  trial  by  a  jury  of  twelve  men,  in  all  casf  s 
before  the  municipal  court.  The  municipal  court  shall  have 
power  to  grant  writs  of  Habeas  Corpus,  and  try  the  same,  in  all 
cases  arising  inider  the  ordinances  of  the  City  council. 

Soc.  39.  The  municipal  court  shall  sit  on  the  first  Monday  of 
every  month,  and  the  City  council,  at  such  times  and  places  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  City  ordinance,  special  meetings  of  which 
may  at  any  time  be  called  by  the  mayor  or  any  two  aldermen. 

Sec.  4U.  All  process  issued  by  the  mayor,  aldermen,  or  mu- 
nicipal court,  shall  be  directed  to  the  marshall,  and  in  the  execu- 
tion thereof,  he  shall  be  governed  by  the  same  laws,  as  are  or  may 
be  prescribed  for  the  direction  and  compensation  of  constables  in 
similar  cases.  The  marshall  shall  also  perform  such  other  duties 
as  may  be  required  of  him  under  the  ordinances  of  said  City;  and 
shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  officer. 

Sec.  41.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder,  to  make  and 
keep  accurate  records  of  all  ordinances,  made  by  the  Qity  council, 
and  of  all  their  proceedings  in  their  corporate  ca[.aciiy;  uliicii  re- 
cord shall,  at  all  times,  be  open  to  the  ins'ieclion  of  the  eUctrirs  oi 
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;;ii(,[  city,  and  sliall  peilbnn  all  other  duties,  us  may  be  required  of 
him  by  the  ordinances  of  the  City  council,  and  shall  serve  as 
i-lerk  of  the  municipal  court. 

Sec.  42.  Wlien  it  shall  be  necessary  to  take  private  property 
for  opening,  widening,  or  altering  any  public  street,  lane,  avenue, 
or  alley;  the  corporation  shall  make  a  just  compensation  therefor, 
to  the  person  whose  property  is  so  taken;  and  if  the  amount  of 
such  compensation  cannot  be  agreed  upon,  the  mayor  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  ascertained  by  a  jury  of  six  disinterested  men,  who 
shall  be  inhabitants  of  the  City. 

Sec.  43.  All  jurors  empannelled  to  enquire  into  the  amount  of 
benefits  or  damages,  that  shall  happen  to  the  owners  of  property 
so  proposed  to  be  taken,  shall  first  be  sworn  to  that  effect,  and 
shall  return  to  the  mayor  their  inquest  in  writing,  signed  by  each 
juror. 

Sec.  41.  In  case  the  mayor  shall,  at  any  time,  be  guilty  of  a 
palpable  omission  of  duty,  or  shall  wilfully  and  corruptly  be  guilty 
of  oppression,  mal-conduct,  or  partiality,  in  the  discharge  of  the 
diuies  of  his  office,  he  shall  be  liable  to  indictment  in  the  county 
court  of  Iron  county;  and  on  conviction,  he  shall  be  li- 
ble  to  a  fine  and  imprisonment;  and  the  court  shall  have  power  on 
the  recommend  of  the  jury,  to  add  to  the  judgment  of  the  court, 
that  he  be  removed  from  oifice. 

Sec.  45.  The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  provide  for  the  pun- 
islnnent  of  offenders  and  vagrants  by  imprisonment  in  the  county 
or  city  jail,  or  by  compelling  them  to  labor  on  the  streets,  or  other 
public  works,  until  the  same  shall  be  fully  paid,  in  all  cases  when 
such  offenders  or  vagrants  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  the  fines  and 
forfeitures  which  may  be  awarded  against  them. 

Sec.  46.  The  inhabitants  ofParowan  City  shall,  from  and  after 
the  next  ensuing  two  years  from  the  fi-rst  Monday  of  April  next, 
lie  exemjit  from  worldng  on  any  road  or  roads  beyond  the  limits 
of  said  city;  but  all  taxes  devoted  to  road  purposes  shall,  from  and 
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after  said  term  of  two  years,  be  collected  and  expended  by,  and 
under  the  direction  of  the  supervisor  of  streets,  within  the  limits 
of  said  city. 

Sec.  47.     This  ordinance  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  or- 
dinance, and  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ORDINANCE,  incorporating  the  Church  of  Jesus   Christ  of 

Latter-day  Saints.     Passed,  Feb.  4,  1861. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
ofDeseret,  that  all  that  portion  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  State, 
whicli  now  are,  or  hereafter  may  become  residents  therein,  and 
which  are  known  and  distinguished  as  "The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,"-  are  hereby  incorporated,  constitu- 
ted, made  and  declared  a  body  corporate,  with  perpetual  succes- 
sion, under  the  original  name  and  style  of  "The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,"'  as  now  organized,  with  full  power 
and  authority  to  sue  and  be  sued;  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all 
courts  of  law  or  equity  in  this  State;  to  establish  order,  and  regu- 
late worship,  and  hold  and  occupy  real  and  personal  estate,  and 
have  and  use  a  seal,  which  they  may  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordahied,  that  said  body  or  church, 
as  'a  religious  society,  may,  at  a  general  or  special  conference,  elect 
one  "trustee-in-trust,"  and  not  to  exceed  twelve  assistant  trustees, 
to  receive,  hold,  buy,  sell,  manage,  use  and  control  the  real  and 
])ersonal  property  of  said  church;  which  said  property  shall  be  free 
from  taxation;  which  trnstee  and  assistant  trustees,  when  elected 
or  appointed,  shall  give  bonds  witli  approved  security,  in  whalev- 


er  sum  the  said  conference  may  deem  sufficient,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  several  duties;  which  said  bonds,  when  ap- 
proved, shall  be  filed  in  the  general  church  recorder's  office,  at  the 
sent  of  general  church  business;  when  said  bonds  are  approved  by 
said  conference:  and  said  trustee  and  assistant  trustees  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  during  the  pleasure  of  said  church:  and  there  shall 
also  be  made,  by  the  clerk  of  the  confereiice  of  said  church,  a  cer- 
tificate of  such  election  or  appointment  of  said  trustee  and  assist- 
ant trustees,  which  shall  be  recorded  in  the  general  church  recor- 
der's office,  at  the  seat  of  general  church  business:  and  when  said 
bonds  are  liled,  and  said  certificates  recorded,  said  trustee  or  assist- 
ant trustees,  may  receive  property,  real  or  personal,  by  gift,  dona- 
tion, bequest,  or  in  any  manner,  not  incompatible  with  the  princi- 
ples of  righteousness,  or  the  rules  of  justice:  inasmuch  as  the  same 
shall  be  used,  managed,  or  disposed  of  for  the  benefit,  improve- 
ment, erection  of  houses  for  public  worship,  and  instruction,  and 
the  well  being  of  said  cliurch. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  that,  as  said  church  holds 
the  constitutional  and  original  right^  in  common  with  all  civil  and 
religious  communities,  "to  worship  God  according  to  the  dictates 
of  conscience;"  to  reverence  communion  agreeably  to  the  princi- 
ples of  truth,  and  to  solemnize  marriage  compatible  with  the  re- 
velations of  Jesus  Christ;  for  the  security  and  full  enjoyment  of  all 
blessings  and  privileges,  embodied  in  the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ 
free  to  all;  it  is  also  declared,  that  said  church  does,  and  shall  pos- 
sess, and  enjoy  continually,  the  power  and  authority,  in  and  of  it- 
self, to  originate,  make,  pass,  and  establish  rules,  regulations,  or- 
dinances, laws,  customs,  and  criterions,  fir  the  good  order,  safe- 
ty, government,  conveniences,  comfort,  and  control  of  said  church, 
and  for  the  punishment  or  forgiveness  of  all  offences,  relative  to 
fellowship,  according  to  church  covenants:  that  the  pursuit  oJ 
bliss,  and  the  enjoyment  of  life,  in  every  capacity  of  public  associ- 
ation, and  domestic  happiness;  temporal  expansion;  or  spiritual  in 
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crease  upon  the  earth,  may  not  legally  be  questioned:  provided", 
hovvever,  that  each  and  every  act,  or  practice  so  established,  or  a- 
dopted  for  law,  or  custom,  shall  relate  to  solemnities,  sacraments, 
ceremonies,  consecrations,  endowments,  tithings,  marriages,  fel- 
lowship, or  the  religious  duties  of  man  to  his  Maker;  masmuch  as 
the  doctrines,  principles,  practices,  or  performances,  support  vir- 
tue, and  increase  morality,  and  are  not  inconsistent  with,  or  repug- 
nant to,  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State, 
and  are  founded  in  the  revelations  (jf  the  Lord. 

See.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  that  said  chiuch  shall  keep, 
at  every  full  organized  branch  or  stake,  a  registry  of  marriages, 
births,  and  deaths;  free  for  the  inspection  of  all  member^  and  for 
their  benefit. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  that  the  presidency  of  said 
chinch  shall  fill  all  vacancies  of  the  assistant  trustees,  necessary 
to  be  filled,  until  superseded  by  the  conference  of  said  church. 

Sec.  6.  Be  it  further  ordained,  that  no  assistant  trustee  or 
trustees  shall  transact  business  in  relation  to  buying,  selling,  or 
otherwise  disposing  of  church  property:  without  the  consent  or 
approval  of  the  trustee-in-trust  of  said  church.

ileges, on  any  water-course,  or  creek,  and  to  control  the  timber 
within  their  respective  counties;  inasmuch  as  the  said  privileges 
do  not  interfere  with  the  rights  of  the  community,  for  common 
uses,  or  irrigation,  or  any  priviliges  heretofore  granted  by  this 
legislative  body.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Deseret,  that  all  herdsmen  shall  be  held  responsible  for  all 
beasts  taken  into  their  charge  for  herding;  they  shall  be  able  to 
give  an  accurate  account  of  said  beasts  when  called  for  by  the 
owner,  or  his  agent,  and  shall  give  bonds  to  the  amount  of  twice 
tiie  value  of  stock  taken  for  herding,  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  their  duties  before  entering  upon  that  important  trust. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained,  that  if  any  such  bea«t  be  de- 
stroyed by  lightning,  or  in  any  other  way,  which  the  herdsman 
could  not  prevent;  then  upon  satisfying  the  owner,  or  any  court 
having  jurisdiction  of  the  same,  said  herdsman  shall  be  released 
from  the  aforesaid  obligation. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained,  that  if  the  owner  of  any  part 
of  said  herd,  shall  be  under  the  necessity  of  searching  for  his  beast 
or  beasts,  by  the  neglect  of  said  herdsman,  the  herdsman  shall 
pay  said  owner  a  reasonable  compensation  for  his  time  so  spent.

-     tray  Pounds.     Passed,  Feb.  7,  1851. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Genera!  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Deseret,  that  the  road  commissioner  of  eacli  organized  county 
of  this  State,  is  hereby  authorized  to  hicate  anestray  pound  at  or 
near  the  centre  of  each  precinct  in  liis  county,  which  shall  be 
erected  and  kept  in  repair  at  the  expense  of  the  county,  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  all  unruly  or  stray  animals  from  damaging 
grain,  grass,  or  other  agricultural  productions  in  such  county. 

Sec.  2.  The  people  of  each  precinct  may,  at  the  time  of  their 
election,  elect  a  suitable  person  to  be  the  keeper  of  sucli  pound, 
whose  dutyshall  be  to  receive,  brand,  and  take  care  of  all  stray  or 
unruly  animals  driven  to  him,  and  keep  a  description,  together  witli 
the  several  certificates  of  appraisal  and  bills  of  damage  and  costs 
upon  each  animal,  and  shall  be  considered  the  owner  thereof  until 
the  rightful  owner  shall  appear,  prove  property,  pay  all  damages 
and  costs,  and  take  them  away;  and  if  no  such  owner  shall  appear 
and  prove  property  within  six  months,  then  the  avails  of 
such  animal  or  anjmals  shall  be  paid  into  the  Perpetual  Emigra-  ' 
tnig  Fund  for  the  Poor. 

Sec.  3.  Any  horse,  mule,  ox,  cow,  or  other  animal  or  animals 
found  in  mischief  within  the  lawful  enclosure  of  any  person  or 
persons,  the  owner  of  which  is  not  known  and  caimot  be  ascer- 
tained by  reference  to  the  record  of  brands  or  other  diligent  search, 
shall  be  considered  a  stray  animal. 

Sec  4.  Incase  any  such  animal  is  taken  up  wliichhas  so  done 
damage,  the  person  or  persons  so  damaged  may  have  their  dama- 
ges appraised  by  two  or  more  Judicious*  men,  citisens,  who  shall 
sign  their  names  to  tlieir  appraisal,   which  certificate  of  finuia'.'c  or 
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rrsis  &]i::ll  he  ilclivLTcd  over  witli  such  aiiiiual  or  animals  into  the 
]i,i!ids  of  tlie  estray  pound  keeper. 

Sec  5.  Any  horse,  mule,  ox,  cow,  or  other  animal  or  animals, 
■which  shall  throw  down  or  break  over  any  fence  into  any  enclo- 
sure which  shall  be  judged  by  two  or  more  fence-viewers  to  be  in 
lawful  repair,  the  owner  of  such  animal  shall  be  liable  to  the  per- 
son or  jiersons  so  damaged  for  all  damages  si'Stained,  which  may 
he  recovered  with  costs  before  aijy  justice  of  the  precinct  where 
>iuch  damage  shall  have  been  done. 

Sec.  6.  Any  horse,  mule,  ox,  cow,  or  other  animal  or  animals 
found  in  mischief,  which  has  been  known  and  proven  to  be  un- 
ruly, and  has  before  broken  over  or  thiough  any  lawful  fence, 
and  the  owner  has  been  duly  notiiied  thereof,  and  neglected  or 
refused  to  take  care  of  such  animal  or  animals,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  any  and  every  person  having  a  knowledge  of  the  facts,  to  drive 
them  to  the  estray  pound. 

Sec.  7.  Any  unruly  animal  or  animals  taken  up  and  driven  to 
the  estray  pound,  as  specified  in  the  preceding  section,  shall  be 
forfeited  and  sold,  or  disposed  of  by  the  pound  keeper,  to  pay  the 
expense  of  taking  up,  damages,  and  costs,  and  the  residue  shall 
he  paid  into  the  Perpetual  Emigrating  Company's  Fund  semi- 
anntially  for  the  use  of  the  poor. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pound  keeper  in  each  precinct 
to  give  twenty  days'  notice,  by  publication  in  a  newspaper,  or  the 
posting:  up  of  bills  in  three  of  the  most  publi:  places  in  the  pre- 
cinct, previous  to  making  sale  of  any  animal  in  his  possession, 
forfeited  for  sale,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 
He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  the  same,  with  the  proceeds 
thereof,  together  with  the  amount  paid  out,  on  certificates  of  ap- 
praisal of  damages  and  costs,  and  make  report  thereof  semi-annu- 
ally to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court,  with  the  amount  due  the 
Poor  Fund. 
Sec.  0.     Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  bd'So'cd^hstrued  or  un- 


r'erstood,  as  to  prevent  the.  jiist  aiiil  unparllal  asjessninnt  >>l\4aina- 
c;i?s,  or  in  any  wise  hiiicierthc  real  owner  (Voiu  reccr,  criug  Ins  ani- 
mal by  paying  all  sucli  just  ar,d  reasonable  charges,  excepting 
such  animals  as  are  forfeited,  agreoab'y  to  the  sixlh  and  seventh 
sections  of  this  ordinance.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  oi  tlie  State 
of  Deseret,  that  all  lauds,  c.\ce])t  those  that  are  inclosed  or  being 
inclosed,  are  hereby  declared  common  pasturage,  and  all  peacea- 
ble animals  shall  be  free  to  run  at  large  and  graze  ihoreon,  excej  t 
swine. 

Sec.  2.  All  farming  lands  used  for  raisins'  grain,  grass,  or 
(ither  agricultural  purposes,  shall  bo  inclosed  with  a  good  and  law- 
ful fence  sufficient  to  secure  the  crop  therein  from  the' encroach- 
ments of  all  kinds  of  peaceable  animals. 

Sec.  3.  All  fence,  four  and  a  half  feet  high,  in  good  repair, 
consisting  of  rails,  poles,  boards,  stone,  or  other  suitable  materi- 
als, and  ail  fence,  of  any  descrijition  whatever,  and  all  brooks, 
rivers,  sloughs,  ponds,  bodges,  or  other  obsfructions,  wliich  shall 
bo  in  the  judgment  of  two  or  more  fence-viewers  equal  tlicrcto, 
shall  be  deemed  a  lawl'ul  fence. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  owning  fence,  or  ditferent  individuals 
owning  porticHis  of  fence  inclosing  fields  owned  as  tenants  in  com-

Any  person  or  per.sons,  who  shall  throw  down  fence, 
or  open  bars  or  gates  into  any  inclosure  other  than  their  oAvn,  or 
lato  any  field  owned  by  joint  occnpancy,  and  leave  the  same  open, 
theri'.by  exposing  the  crops  or  property  of  otlrers,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  trespass,  and  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  pay  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  five  dollars,  and  all  damages  thereby  sustained. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person,  who  shall  cut  down,  injure,  or  carry  away 
any  timbr-r,  wood,  tree,  grass,  grain,  roots,  plants,  or  fruit,  placed 
or  growing  for  i:sc,  ornament,  or  shade,  on  land  not  his  own,  in 
whicli  he  has  no  interest,  or  shall  dig  stone,  mineral,  coal,  ore,  or 
clay  thereon,  or  drive  a  team  over  the  same,  without  the  consent 
of  the  owner  thereof,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  pay  four  times 
the  value  of  the  injurj'  done  to  the  o\viier  of  the  land. 

Sec.  7.  Each  precinct  in  this  State  shall,  at  the  time  of  elec- 
tion, elect  two  or  more  fence-viewers,  whose  term  of  office  shall 
be  the  same  as  a  justice  of  the  peace,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  e.v- 
aniine  and  decide  upon  the  legality  of  all  fence  in  their  respective 
precincts,  when  called  upon,  and  see  that  the  above  law  is  faith- 
fully executed.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Deseret,  that  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  }.ersons  in 
this  State,  to  establish  any  distillery  or  distilleries,  for  the  manu- 
facture of  ardent  spirits,  except  as  hereafter  provided  for;  and  any 
person  or  persons,  who  shall  violate  this  ordinance,  on  conviction 
thereof,  shall  forfeit  all  property  thus  invested  to  the  State,  and 
be  liable  to  a  fine  at  the  discretion  of  the  court  having  jurisdiction. 
Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained,  that  when  the  governor  shall 
deem  it  expedient  to  have  ardent  spirits  manufactured  within  this 
State,  he  may  grant  a  license  to  some  person  or  persons,  to  make 
and  vend  the  same,  and  impose  such  restrictions  thereon  as  he 
may  deem  requisite.

Be  it  further  ordainedj  that  upon  the  return  of  such 
warrant  with  thedefetidant  therein  named  in  court,  said  complaint 
shall  be  distinctly  read  to  such  defendant,  when  he  shall  be  re- 
quired to  answer  the  same  on  oath:  and  the  justice  shall  enquire 
into  the  truth  of  such  complaint  in  a  summary  manner. 

Be  it  fnrther  ordained,  that  if  the  justice  find  on  &_uch 
inves'igation  that  such  complaint  he  true,  he  shall  record  the  same 
in  his  docket,  and  thereupon  enter  judgment  declaring  such  delin- 
quent a  vagrant. 

1?3  it  further  ordained,  that  any  person  convicted  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  compelled  to  labor  on  the  public  works  a  suffic,- 
ient  length  of  time  to  pay  the  cost  of  prosecution;  provided,  the 
same  be  not  less  than  twenty  days.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Deseret,  that  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  be  engaged  in  fin- 
ing or  sporting  for  money  or  other  property,  which  may  be  put  at 
stake  and  won,  by  horse-racing,  cock-fighting,  dog-fighting,  card- 
playing,  or  any  other  means  by  which  the  game  may  be  tested 
and  property  won,  such  person  or  persons  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misr 
demeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  pay  over  to  the 
court  having  cognisance  of  the  same,  all  such  property  so  em- 
ployed in  the  game  or  sport;  and  all  bets,  staked  and  won,  to 
be  disposed  of  for  the  benefit  of  the  county,  and  such  person  shall 
be  subject  to  a  fine  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.
